Editorial Notes 


Laying of the Foundation Stone of the Buildings of the 
Department of Chemical Technology 


The ceremony of laying the foundation stone of the buildings of the 
University Department of Chemical Technology was performed by His 
Excellency Sir Roger Lumley, G.C.I.E., T.D., Governor of Bombay, and 
Chancellor of the University, on March 17, at Matunga, in the presence 
of a large gathering of commercial magnates, scientists and high 
Government officials. 


Welcoming the Governor and Lady Lumley and the ladies and 
gentlemen present on the occasion, and requesting His Excellency to lay 
the foundation stone of the buildings, Mr. R. P. Masani, Vice-Chancellor 
of the University, referred to the work done in the Department of 
Chemical Technology and to the position which it had already attained 
in the educational and industrial life of the province. 


He traced the history of the Department and said that the work 
accomplished by the Department during the past six years had 
exceeded the highest expectations, and that the graduates of the 
Department had been readily absorbed in industry and were occupying 
responsible positions from one end of the country to the other. 


The Chancellor, in declaring the stone “ well and truly laid as the 
symbol of an undertaking firmly founded on ripe experience and judgment 
and as a reminder of the permanent validity of those ideals which should 
inspire all the activities of & University,” explained in the course 
of his speech that the two main functions of the Department were to 
train men for the higher technical posts in industry and, at the 
same time, to carry ont advanced research on the technical problems 
confronting industry. 

Speaking “ a few words to the students who will study and work in this 
new building," His Excellency said: ' If within the walls which will 
arise about the place where we are standing, you oan oateh something 
of the gpirit of those great men of science who daily extend the realm of 
human knowledge and preception, your technical equipment will become 
& part of your cultural endowment, and both will continue to make your 
lives useful to mankind and a spiritual fulfilment of yours." 


As the Vice-Chancellor remarked, never before was the need for 
industrial research and the utilization of such research for the 
industrialization of the country more keenly felt than it was today. 
Tt is hoped that his appeal for continued co-operation from the 
public-spirited citizens and commercial houses will meet with a ready 
and generous response. 
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An Endowment for Establishing a Laboratory of 
Pharmaceuticals and Fine Chemicals 


The University has accepted with the best thanks the generous 
donation of Rs. 40,000 offered by Miss Baimai I. Palamkote for 
a Laboratory of Pharmaceuticals and Fine Chemicals in the University 
Department of Chemical Technology, to be named after her mother, 
Bai Avabai Limjibhai Palamkote. 


Miss Baimai Palamkote is the proprietress and editor of the 
Hindi Graphic, which she has conducted for the last twenty-seven 
years single-handed. She combines with literary talents capacity for 
business organisation and has made her journal a paying concern. She 
has given this donation out of her own savings, thus making “ a splendid 
example of enlightened beneficence.”’ 


A New Fellow of the Royal Society 


Dr. Homi J. Bhabha, who is a product of this University and is at 
present Reader in Theoretical Physics at the Indian Institute of Science, 
Bangalore, has achieved the rare distinction of admission to the Fellow- 
ship of the Royal Society at a comparatively early age. 


Dr. Bhabha first made his mark at Cambridge, where he specialised 
in Theoretical Physics. He was elected a Fellow of Gonville and Caius 
College, and later did original research work in collaboration with 
Dr. Heitler of Bristol University. Shortly after the outbreak of war 
he was appointed Mosley Reader of the Royal Society, but the 
international situation prevented him from taking up this appointment. 


For some time Dr. Bhabha has conducted investigations into the 
cosmic ray phenomena, popularised by Dr. R. A. Millikan who was in 
India last year and delivered two lectures under the auspices of the 
University. Dr. Bhabha’s admission to the Fellowship of the Royal 
Society is in recognition of this work. We offer our congratulations to 
him on his getting this muoh coveted distinction ! 


Matriculation Examination Resulis 


The total number of students who sat for the Matriculation 
Examination held in April this year, at twenty different centres, was 
26,883 of whom 13,510 passed, giving a passing percentage of 50°25. 
The total number that appeared in 1940 was 23,178, of whom 11,892 
' passed, t.e., 51°3 per cent.

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Obituary 


Dr. Hormasji J. Bhabha 


The late Dr. Hormasji J. Bhabha was an Ordinary Fellow of the 
University from 1877 to 1905 and from 1911 to 1929, and an Honorary 
Fellow from 1906 to 1910 and again from 1929 till his death. He was 
a member of the Faculty of Arts, of the Board of Studies in English 
Literature, the Board of Accounts and of the Grants Utilization 
Committee. He was also a member of the Syndicate from 1912 to 1914 
and from 1916 to 1918. 


As Principal of the Maharaja’s College, Mysore, and Education 
Secretary to the Government of Mysore, and as Inspector General of 
Education in Mysore State, Dr. Bhabha rendered distinguished services 
to the State and after his retirement he took an active interest in the 
work of various educational institutions in Bombay. He was also a 
Fellow of the Indian Institute of Science, Bangalore, and was deputed 
by the Universities of Bombay and Mysore to the Congress of Imperial 
Universities in 1926. He wasthe author of certain publications on 
Education. 

Mr. N. G. Welinkar 


The late Mr. N. G. Welinkar was an Ordinary Fellow of the University 
from 1898 to 1904, from 1909 to 1911 and from 1913 to 1918, and an 
Honorary Fellow from 1905 to 1908 and from 1911 to 1912. He was 
a member of the Faculties of Arts and Law and a member of the Board 
of Studies in English Literature. 


Mr. Welinkar was for sometime a Professor in the Wilson College, 
Bombay. He was one of the earliest workers in the cause of adult 
education in Bombay and was the founder of the Bombay Students’ 
Brotherhood and the Poor Boys’ Seminary. He also took a leading 
part in instituting the Teachers’ Association, Bombay, of which he was 
Secretary for over 10 years. He was Superintendent of the Municipal 
Schools in Bombay and acted as Secretary to the Municipal Schools 
Committee. In 1914, he left Bombay and served as Deputy Director of 
Public Instruction to His Exalted Highness the Nizam and Professor of 
English in the Nizam College, Hyderabad (Deocan), till his retirement 
from service. 

Mr. K. S. Framji 


The late Mr. K. S. Framji was an Ordinary Fellow of the University 
from 1914 to 1924 and was a member of the Faculty of Science. During 
the period he was a Fellow, he helped to bring about improvements in 
the syllabuses for the Examinations in Engineering. 


Mr. Framji was a Superintending Engineer in the Public Works 
Department and afterwards Chief Engineer and Joint Secretary to 
Government, Public Works Department, Bombay. He was a member 
of the Bombay Legislative Council, and was awarded the title of C.LE. 
in January 1927 in recognition of his services. 


OBITUARY 5 
Professor R. N. Bhagwat 


Professor R. N. Bhagwat, Head of the Department of Chemistry at 
the St. Xavier’s College, Bombay, passed away after a short illness, on 
July 9. He was an Ordinary Fellow of the University from April 9, 
1923, to April 8, 1928, and had stood again as a candidate at. the 
last electiorto the Senate. He was the representative of the University 
on the Sports Board of the Inter-University Board, and was a keen and 
active sportsman. He was a very popular professor. 


After taking his M.Sc. degree from the University about 30 years ago, 
Professor Bhagwat joined the staff of the local St. Xavier’s College, and 
remained in service until his death. He was the author of several books 
on chemistry and other publications. Only two days before his death 
the Calcutta Patent Office had issued to him a patent on his discovery 
of the "fixation of hydrogen" which may produce far reaching and 
valuable results. 


Professor R. 8. Joglekar 


The late Professor R. S. Joglekar of the H. P. T. College, Nasik, was a 
popular figure not only among the studente but also among the citizens 
of Nasik. He had taken keen interest in organising study ciroles and 
libraries in the city. A man of varied activities, he took great pains 
to reform the Marathistage. He was engaged in writing a oritical work 
on Dnyaneshwari. 


Professor J. P. Trivedi 


The late Professor J. P. Trivedi of the College of Agriculture, Poona, 
retired from Government servicein January last. He was of genial 
temperament and had established & reputation for good teaching. He 
was a silent social worker, humble and simple, and used to help a number 
of poor students belonging to different places and communities. He 
was the first organiser of the Inter-Collegiate Sports at Poona Centre 
which were later taken over by the University. 


Captain W. J. H. Windsor 


The late Captain W. J. H. Windsor was Adjutant of the 1st Bombay 
Battalion, University Training Corps, and also of the Poona Contingent, 
A. F. I. He enlisted in the Naini Tal Volunteer Rifles in 1911 and then 
came to Poona where he joined the Poona Rifles. He saw service in 
Egypt during the Great War and served there till 1915 with the Indian 
Expeditionary Force. He also saw active service in Mesopotamia from 
1915 to 1917. 


After the Great War he returned to Poona and received a commission 
in the Poona Rifles as 2nd Lieutenant in 1929. He was promoted to the 
tank of Lieutenant in 1932. He was posted as Captain and Adjutant 
on June 26, 1940, which post he held till the time of his death.

Senate Meeting 


A meeting of the University Senate was held on June 13 and 14. 
At this meeting a resolution was passed recommending the affiliation of 
the 8. C. Shahani Law College, Karachi, to the University for a further 
period of five years; the Annual Financial Statement, including the 
Budget Estimates for 1941-42 and the Revised Estimates for 1940-41 
were considered, adopted and passed with two minor amendments 
(a fuller account appears elsewhere in this issue); the Ordinances 
and. Regulations passed since the January meeting of the Senate 
were approved; the offer of Miss Baimai L. Palamkote to donate 
a sum of Rs. 40,000 to the University for a Laboratory in the 
Department of Chemical Technology was accepted with thanks; the 
report of the Syndicate Committee regarding a definite programme of 
University Expansion was referred back to the Syndicate for more detailed 
and specific proposals; Mr. K. T. Shah's proposal for considering the 
advisability and feasibility of introducing some form of social service 
as an integral form of University training was passed with 
Mrs. G. R. Billimoria's amendment that such training should not form 
a subject for any degree examination; another proposal of his for 
considering the.advisability of amending the Statutes relating to the election 
of Fellows by registered graduates so as to hold all such elections by ballot 
at fixed centres was carried ; and Rao Bahadur Dr. D. L. Sahasrabuddhe’s 
proposal regarding the desirability of instituting a Degree in Veterinary 
Sotence was adopted. .

Veterinary College, Bombay, will apply to this University, for affiliation 
for teaching the course for the proposed degree, with a view to promoting 
the development of Veterinary Science in this Province. 


Facilities for Post-Graduate Students 


The University has approved of the suggestion made by the Inter- 
University Board that all post-graduate students should be given greatly 
increased facilities under their teachers for visiting factories, research 
institutions, eto. 


Indian Students from Dutch Indies 


The Government of India inquired of the Universities of donis 
Bombay and the Punjab what facilities the latter could give to Indian 
students from the Netherlands, East Indies, desiring to pursue a higher 
course of study in their respective institutions. The Universities were 
approached with a view to granting free tuition or tuition at a reduced 
fee to these students. This University has left the matter to the disore- 
tion of the individual Colleges and Institutions concerned, as they 
alone are responsible for collection of fees and grant of free tuition.

Dr. Venkataraman was appointed to & Committee for advising the 
Syndicate of the Punjab University on the re-organisation of their 
Department of Technical Chemistry. 


University Journal 

In accordance with the revised scheme, the two Science Numbers of 
the Journal will be combined, and each Number will henceforth consist 
of two sections: (A) Physical Sciences, including Mathematics, and 
(B) Biological Sciences, including Medicine. These issues will: be 
published in November and March, as usual. The arrangement of 
publishing other issues will remain the same—i.e., the two History, 
Economies and Sociology Numbers will continue to be published in July 
and January, and the one Arts and Law Number, in September. The 
annual subscription has not been changed: It is Rs. 12 for all the 
Numbers; Rs. 5 for'a set of two History, Economics and Sociology 
Numbers or two Science Numbers; and Rs. 3 for the Arts and Law 
Number or a single copy (inland postage free). 


Inter-Collegiate Sports Trophies 

A trophy worth Rs. 2,000, to be awarded as a Championship Trophy 
for women’s events at the Inter-Collegiate University Sports, has been 
presented by Lady Bhiwandiwalla, through Dr. S. B. Setna, and 
a Swimming Trophy worth about Rs. 300, to commemorate the name 
of Mr. Dara K. Kershaw, has been offered by the Commerce Graduates’ 
Association. Both the Trophies have been thankfully accepted by the 
University. 


Mistakes in the Date of Birth 

The University has informed the Principals of Colleges thatif in any 
case they are satisfied that there is a mistake in the date of birth of 
a candidate, as shown in the Matriculation Certificate, they may correct 
the mistake for the purpose of their College Register. In future, 
Heads of Schools also need not refer to the Syndicate applications for 
corrections in the dates of births, as permission of the Syndicate for 
such corrections is no longer necessary. 


Condonation of Deficiency in Attendance at the 
Physical Training Class 

The University has authorized the Heads of Institutions to condone 
deficiencies on the strength of medical certificates up to a maximum of 
five attendances at the Physical Training Class. However, in the 
case of students, whose deficiency in attendances exceeds this limit, 
applications for condonation of such deficiencies must be made by the 
students concerned to the University through the Heads of their 
Institutions, and in forwarding such applications the Heads of 
Institutions have to endorse thereon their own recommendations for, 
the consideration of the authorities concerned, 
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of Studies in Law, and Principal M. J. Antia, by the Board of Studies 
in Commerce and Geography.

It is hereby notified that His Excellency the Chancellor sanctioned, on 
the 31st March, 1941, the amendments of the following Statutes passed

28. Amendment of Regulation 5 of the Regulations relating to 
the Hebbert and La Touche Scholarship (page 9, Part IV- of the 
Handbook). ; 

Substitute the words “ before the 30th June " for the words “ before 
the 15th June ", appearing at the end of Regulation 5, relating to the 
Hebbert and La Touche Scholarship. 
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[Regulation 5 as amended would read as follows :— 


The Scholarship shall be announced for competition in the first week 
of April. Applications of candidates under the prescribed form must 
be sent to the Registrar.on or before the 30th June.] 


29. Amendment of Regulations 1 and 2 of the Regulations relating 
to the Mangaldas Harivallabhdas Commerce Scholarships (pages 73-74, 
Part IV of the Handbook). 


Substitute the following for the existing Regulations 1 and 2 of the 
Regulations relating to the Mangaldas Harivallabhdas Commerce 
Scholarships :— 

1. Two Scholarships to be designated “The Mangaldas 
Harivallabhdas Commerce Scholarships”’, each of the value of a 
third of the annual income of the Endowment, not exceeding Rs. 15 
per mensem (subject to the five per cent. deduction mentioned 
below), and tenable, the first for one year and the second for 
two years, at a College of Commerce affiliated to the University 
of Bombay, shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate in the 
following manner :— 

(a) One Scholarship tenable for one year shall be awarded 
to the candidate who has passed the Matriculation, 
Examination with the highest percentage of marks 
in the total from among the Hindu candidates who have 
joined the first Year Class of such a College ; 


(b) One Scholarship tenable for two years shall be awarded 
to the candidate who has passed the Intermediate 
Examination in Commerce with the highest number of 
marks from among the Hindu candidates. 


2. The Scholarship referred to in clause (b) shall be awarded 
to the next best eligible candidate if the qualified candidate holds 
either of the Sir James Begbie Scholarships or the Sir Ibrahim 
Rahimtoola Commerce Scholarship. 


30. Addition of Regulation 5A to the Regulations relating to the 
Eduljee Dinshaw Scholarships on page 95 (Part IV of the University 
Handbook for 1934). 


Add the following new Regulation as Regulation 5A to the Regula- 
tions relating to the Eduljee Dinshaw Scholarships :— 


R.5A.—The Scholarships referred to in Regulation (1) (a) (b) 
and (c) shall, as far as possible, be awarded to applicants who 
join institutions affliated to the University of Bombay, or 
which are situated within the Presidency of Bombay (including 
Sind). 

(This Regulation wtll come into effect from the Ist July, 
1945.) 
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Revised syllabus in Sanskrit, Pali and Ardha-Magadhi at the 
Matriculation Examination. 


The amended Ordinance 173 (vide Item 4), Pamphlet No. 11, dated 
the 28th September, 1940 (which appeared on page 57 of the November 
1940 Bulletin), will come into operation from June 1942 so that the 
first Matriculation Examination according to the revised sylabus will 
be held in 1943.

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Budget Notes 


The Senate considered the Annual Financial Statement, including 
the Budget Estimates for 1941-42 and the Revisec Estimates for 1940-41, 
placed before them by the Syndicate, at their meeting held on June 13 
and 14, and passed them with two amendments, one baing a reduction 
of Rs. 4,400 from the receipts trom fees for the registration of schools, 
and the other, an increase of Rs. 500 in the provision for lsctures 
delivered. under the auspices of the University. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 


The surpluses of receipts over expenditure shown in the respective 
columns o: the Actuals for 1939-40, the Revised Estimates for 1940—41 
and the Budget Estimates fcr 1941-42 do not represent the excess of the 
actual income over the expenditure of these years. This disparity is 
lergely due to the fact that the actuals of the expenditure for 1939-40 
do not include the remuneration due to several examigers, amounting 
to nearly Rs. 55,000, which was withheld in that year and paid ia the 
following year as certain complaints about errors on the part of the 
examincrs, which had been reported to the Syndicate, were under investi- 
gation, The result has been that the surplus of receipts over expendi- 
ture oi 1939-40 is very muck larger than it ought to be. On the other 
hand, the payments made to these examiners in 1940-41 have substan- 
tially increased the expenditrre for that year, and correspondingly 
reduced the surplus according to the Revised Estimates, in spite of 
the fact that the examination 1ees received during the year 1940-41 
are very much larger than those received in the previous year. 


RECEIPTS SIDE 


IJI. Examination Fees 


The Revised Estimates were, as usual, prepared on the basis of the 
actual receipts up to the 28th February, 1941, for all examinations in 
respect of which fees were received before that date. The increase or 
décrease in the Budget Estimates in each case was determined on the 
basis of the number of candidates who appeared during the last six 
years, &nd after t&king due note of the tendency towards a rise or fall 
in numbers and of the special circumstances responsible for abnormal 
variations. 


III. Other Fees 


The Revised Estimates for 1940-41 show an increase of 30 per cent. 
over the Budget Estimates for that year in First Year Cortificates. 
xo- Bk Y 87—15 
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This year a similar increase is anticipated on account of the unexpected 
increase in the number of candidates who appeared for the Matriculation 
Examination. 


As regards the fees received for registration of schools, Mr. M. V. Dondo 
moved & cut to ' substitute the amount Rs. 1,100 for Rs. 5,500.” His 
argument was that as no fee was levied from the affiliated Colleges, 
the Schools also should not be charged any fee. This amendment 
was passed. 


VIII. Miscellaneous Receipts 


The Revised Estimates of fees for analytical and technical investi- 
gations, and subsidised fellowships in the Department of Chemical 
Technology are considerably in excess of the budgeted amounts, owing 
to the increasing amount of analytical work received and the large 
number of subsidies endowed for investigating technical problems. 
The latter usually consist of a Fellowship of Rs. 100 per month and 
a subsidy of. Rs. 100 per month to the Department to meet the cost 
of chemicals, services, supervision, etc. Since the number of subsidies 
that may ke received this year is uncertain, the budget estimates are 
based only on the number of current subsidies that are certain to be 
continued. The figures are, therefore, only approximate and may 
show considerable increase in the actuals. 


EXPENDITURE SIDE 
II. Examination Charges 


Both the Revised Estimates of 1940-41 and the Budget Estimates 
of 1941-42 for conducting the Matriculation and other Examinations 
show increases over the Budget Estimates for 1940-41. These increases 
are largely due to the fact that there has been a rise in the number of 
candidates registered for the various examinations this year, and a 
similar increase is anticipated next year. Chemicals and breakages 
have heen estimated at an increase of more than 50 per cent. This is 
due to an increase in the number of candidates and also in the cost of 
chemicals and apparatus used at practical examioations, particularly 
in Chemistry, which has obliged the increase in rates of payments 
made to Colleges per student by 50 per cent. at the B.Sc, Examination 
in Chemistry and by similar increases at the Intermediate Science 
Examinaticn in Chemistry, Physics and Biology. The incrzase ia the 
Revised Estimates for Answer Books is due to an unexpected increase 
in the price of paper. 

The expenditure in connection with the temporary staff bas gone far 
beyond the Budget Estimates for 1940-41. The figure includes three 
items as follows :— 

1. Staff for verification of marks, Rs. 9,500; 

2. Extra staff for checking totals and other examination work, 
_ Rs. 7,500 ; 

3. Staff for renumbering answer scripts, Rs. 5,000. 
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VI. Other Post-Graduate Work, Research, etc. 


With regard to the University Extension Lectures, Principal 
V. K. R. V. Rao moved an amendment that the sum of Rs. 1,000 
provided for that purpose be increased by Rs. 500, as he suggested that 
these lectures should not be delivered at the headquarters "lone as at 
present, but also in other centres, like Poona, Dharwar, Ahmedabad 
and Karachi. The amendment was carried. 


A sum of Rs. 2,000 provided in the Budget Estimates is intended for 
grants towards meeting the expenses of the conferences of the Indian 
Economie Association and the Indian Political Science Congress to be 
beld in Bombay. i 


VII. University Library 


Provision of Rs. 5,000 for the printing of a Catalogue of Sanskrit 
Mss. has been made as recommended by the Library Committee. 


VII. Physical Culvure 


The increase in the Budget Estimates of the University Training 
Corps is conseqnent upon the decision of the Syndicate to increase the 
grant to the U. T. C. in view of the increase in the strength of the Corps 
by 50 per cent. 


Capital Expenditure 


A sum of Rs. 2,38,755-5-0 has already been expended on the 
purchase of the land for the erection of Buildings for tbe Department 
of Chemical Technology out 0. the Chemical Technology Buildings 
Accounts Fund. A further sum may bocome payable on this account 
as the final figures have not yet been made up. The building operatiors 
were commenced in January last and the toundation stone of the Build- 
ings was laid by His Excellency the Chancellor on the 17th March, 1941. 
It 18 expected that the buildings will be completed within a period of 
two years ; a provision has been made for a sum of Rs. 3,50,000 in the 
Revised Estimates as some payments will have to be made during the 
current year in connection with the Buildings. A sum of Ra. 6,050,000 
has been provided for in the Budget Estimates as this will be required 

-for making payments to the contractor on account of the Buildings. 

A sum of Rs. 15,000 by way of Capital Expenditure has been 
provided for improving the acoustics of the Convocation Hall in 
accordance with the report of an Expert Committee appointed by the 
Syndicate.

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Courses of Training for Students 


Sugar Technology Course 


Facilities for the training of students for the Associateship and 
Fellowship in Sugar Technology, Associateship and Fellowship in Sugar 
Engineering, and the Sugar Boilers’ Certificate Course are provided 
by the Imperial Institute of Sugar Technology at Cawnpore. 


The Institute also provides a short course of instruction during 
the “off” season in pan boiling, chemical control, bacteriology, fuel 
economy and boiler control, statistics and the German and Dutch 
languages. l 

The Institute grants a scholarship of Rs. 25 a month for each of the 
Associateship courses in sugar technology and in sugar engineering.

Its War-T4me Activities 


The School continues to provide courses of instruction for Higher 
Degrees, although the number of students has been greatly reduced by 
the War 


Since the early days of the War, officers of the military forces have 
been sent to the School by their departments for linguistic study. 


The Free French organization has recently sent a number of young 
Frenchmen, destined for Africa, for instruction in African languages 
and cultures. 


Private pupils include young men who are aiming at commissions in 
the Indian Army, soldiers from the Dominions on service in this country, 
and missionaries who utilise the delay in obtaining passages for language 
study. : 

New departures designed to meet the special needs of the times are :— 
Language courses start, if required, atintervals of a week, so that 
a beginner can join at any time; vacation instruction is given at the 
same fees as in term time ; and increased use is made of correspondence 
as a medium of instruction. 


Languages of interest to India, Burma and Ceylon regularly taught 
are :—Sanskrit, Pali, Urdu, Tamil, Marathi, Bengali, Burmese, Sinhalese, 
Persian, Arabic ənd Tibetan. Other languages in which instruction can 
be given include Kashmire, Shins, Panjabi, Pashto, Sindhi, Nepali, 
Gujarati, Telugu, Malayalam, Assamese, Shan, Chin, Kachin, Mon and 
Siamese. ‘Lectures are also given in the history and cultures associated 
with these languages. 

All beginners in language, who attend the School, are given instruction 
by the Phonetic staff in sound-production, which help them greatly to 
cope with difficulties of pronunciation. 


The standard of teaching varies from elementary to advanced according 
to the requirements of the student. 


Special facilities for language study are being offered by the School 
at present. The possession by recruits to the services of good linguistic 
knowledge is probably of unusual importance in these days. Full use, 
therefore, may be made of the facilities now offered, and so help the 
School to make its war effort as effective as possible.

Extracts from the Report of the Interview and Record Board 


The proportion of good candidates is very similar to that of previous 
examinations and calls for little comment. The higher proportion of 
candidates disqualified which included as many as twenty-one to whom 
no marks at all were awarded, is no doubt due to the fact that a larger 
number of unsuitable candidates, whose only aim is to secure a job of 
some kind, are attracted to the examination by the fact that no fee is 
now required during the emergency for the course of instruction at the 
Indian Military Academy. Many candidates applied merely upon 
seeing the advertisement, having never thought before of making the 
army their career or having any of the qualifications required of army 
officers. 

The great majority of failures, though genuine enough in applying, 
were clearly not of the type likely to make good officers, and a few, 
most of whom were marked at 170, were held back purposely by the 
Board as it was felt that owing to immaturity of development or other 
reasons they were hardly yet suitable for entry to the I. M. A. and that 
in their own interests it would be better for them to wait a further 
year before appearing again.

Of the qualifed candidates ten got 450 or over and eight more got 
between 400'and 449. Out of the first batch four came from the Punjab, 
two from the Central Provinces and one each from the United Provinces, 
Bengal, North West Frontier Province and States, while of the 
second batch four were from the Punjab, three from the North West 
Frontier Province, and one from Sind. Taking the same candidates 
by communities, there were included in the ten candidates obtaining 
450-500, five Hindus, one Muslim, one Sikh, one Parsi and two Indian 
Christians and in the eight marked between 400 and 449 there were 
two Hindus, three Muslims, two Sikhs and one Indian Christian. 


Sixty-nine candidates appeared for the C. & I. wing only, eleven for 
the Technical Arms only and forty others for both wings. Of the 
eighteen candidates who got 400 marks and over, thirteen were for the 
C. & I. wing only, three for the Technical Arms only and two more 
were common to both. The small number of candidates appearing 
and qualifying for the Technical Arms Wing is disquieting. Six to 
eight commissions were advertised, but of all the candidates entered 
for this branch alone, only eight managed to qualify at all, of whom half 
were candidates of only mediocre quality. 

Uncertainty as to what branches of the army were included under 
the technical arms was amazingly widespread and, if the candidates’ 
answers can be relied upon, was by no means confined to the candidates 
themselves but extended also not only to parents and guardians but 
even to heads of schools and colleges. Many candidates had applied 
for the Technical Arms (comprising the Indian Artillery, Indian 
Signal Corps and Indian Engineers) without any idea at all as to what 
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they were entering for and many others firmly believed, frequently upon 
the advice of parents or others who should have known better, that 
all mechanized units come within this branch. 


Ignorance of the army, its organization and general life was still very 
apparent even among candidates who had opportunities of joining units 
of the U. T. C. The Board were impressed by the failures of most of 
such ‘candidates to have acquired anything more than & modicum of 
knowledge of arms drill. 


Among the various schools and colleges sending candidates to the 
examination, the R. I. M. C. at Dehra Dun again did well. Candidates 
from this institution have the great advantage of having lived under 
à system of regular discipline for & number of years. On the other 
hand, there appeared to the Board among many of these candidates 
to be a certain absence of an “ enquiring mind " and a tendency to be 
content with a little crammed knowledge on general subjects. More 
than one candidate informed the Board, for example, that he had no 
reason to read biographies of famous men as he was given short notes on 
such personages sufficient for the general knowledge paper or the 
questions at interview. Other institutions also sending good candidates 
were the Shivaji School, Poona, and the Government College, 
Lahore. 


Practically all candidates for the examination who were successful in 
the interview desired to make the army their permanent career ‘and not 
merely to obtain a temporary commission for the period of the 
emergency and Missae to revert to civil employment at the end of 
the war.

1. Sophia College for Women, Bombay 


Many years ago, even before 1914, there was an idea of starting 
a College for Women in Bombay. The Reverend Father Goodier under- 
took the first negotiations with the Reverend Mother General of the 
Religious of the Sacred Heart. The World-War broke out in the mean- 
time, and nothing could be done for the time being. 


During the years following the restoration of peace, many obstacles 
stood in the way, and the question was not re-opened until 1934. At 
that time there was a hope that the project could be carried out, but 
there arose difficulties in reconciling the different schemes put forward. 
Thus it was not until January 1939 that at the invitation of His Grace 
the Archbishop of Bombay (The Most Reverend Dr. Roberts, S.J.) the 
first three Religious of the Sacred Heart reached Bombay. Their plan 
was to opena Hostel for University Students. Later, however, they 
decided to establish a College. 


Some months slipped by because of prolonged negotiations for 
a building site. In August 1939 the application was sent in, the 
members of the Local Inquiry Committee, meeting in December, made 
it clear that they disapproved of the locality selected, and so the 
application was withdrawn. The search for a suitable property 
continued until May 1940 when the Religious of the Sacred Heart took 
possession of ‘‘ Somerset House ”, a spacious building on Warden Road. 
The College has been affiliated to the University for a period of two 
years from June 20, for teaching the courses of study leading to the 
Intermediate Arts Examination. 


The Governing Body of the College is the Governing Body of the 
Society for the Higher Education of Women in Indis, duly registered 
in Bombay. The Management is in the hands of the Religious of the 
Sacred Heart who hope to develop the corporate life of the College by 
spirit of co-operation between the Staff and the students and by various 
clubs and organisations for literary, artistic and social purposes. A. 
Student Government Committee is already at work. A limited number 
of Resident Students were received in June 1940. Accommodation for 
more has now been provided. 
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2. Ramniranjan Anandilal.Podar College of Commerce, 
Matunga, Bombay 


The Shikshana Prasaraka Mandali, while starting the Ramnarain 
Ruia College in 1937, had announced that in the near future they would 
undertake to start Institutions for some kind of vocational training. 
In view of the ever increasing number of students seeking admission to 
the Commerce College, the Mandali decided to start such a College in 
Bombay. 


The Mandali found two generous donors to help them in their 
new enterprise: Seth Ramdeo Podar and Seth Ramnath Podar 
promised to construct a suitable building for this College on the land 
owned by the Mandali, adjoining their Ramnarain Ruia College, 
‘In grateful recognition of this magnificent offer the College has been 
named “Ramniranjan Anandilal Podar College of Commerce” 
after the brother of the donors—the late Seth Ramniranjan Anandilal 
Podar. 


‘The College has been affiliated to the University for teaching the 
courses of study leading to the Intermediate Examination in Commerce 
for a period of two years from June 20. It is proposed to add the 
B.Com, Classes from June 1942. 


The College has a Library, a Reading Room, a Students’ Common 
Room, a Gymkhana and Hostel accommodation for a limited number of 
students at a small distance from the College. 


Tke College authorities have decided to award a few merit scholarships 
to students of each class and to give concession in tuition fee to a few 
poor and deserving studerts. 


8. Tilak College of Education, Poona 


. Tn August 1940, the Shikshan Prasark Mandali, Poona, resolved to 
start and conduct a Secondary Teachers’ Training College in Poona. 
Accordingly, the College was started and it has been named the “ Tilak 
College of Education”.

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On analysing the defects of the students it was found that :-—

7. Poor chest development was noticed among 3,127 or about: 45° 0 
per cent. of the students.

Mysore University 


The Silver Jubilee Celebrations of the University took place on July 12 
to 14, at Mysore. Mr. R. P. Masani, Vice-Chancellor of the University 
of Bombay, was to have represented this University at the celebrations, 
but could not go at the last moment owing to the irregularity in train 
service on account of the breaches in the railway track. He, however, 
sent the following message on behalf of tbe University, by telegram :— 


“ Your Highness,—On behalf of the University of Bombay I have 
the honour to convey to Your Highness as the Chancellor of the 
University of Mysore and to thé Vice-Chancellor and Fellows of the 
University ovr cordial greetings on the joyous occasion of its Silver 
Jubilee Celebrations and our best wishes for the future. Yours was 
the first University to be founded in an Indian State and ıt speaks 
volumes in favour of the progressive character of the State and the 
people that within twenty-five years of its life your University has been 
able to provide a Medical and an Engineering College in addition to 
Colleges for teaching Arts and Science courses. India needs more 
Universities of the unitary type represented by your University, 
Thanks to the liberal policy of Your Highness and Your Highness’s 
predecessors and the sagacious statesmanship of a succession of 
distinguished Dewans, Mysore is to-day one of the most advanced 
Indian States but your University may well claim that the remarkable 
progress made in cultural and scientific education and the industrial 
development of the Mysore State within the last twenty-five years is 
in no small measure due to its pervasive influence. In the name of 
the University of Bombay I offer hearty congratulations and pray 
that your University may continue to grow and expand and as an 
important seat of learning make an increasingly valuable contribution 
to the cultural, social and economic advancement of the country.”

University for the province. A university of the Patna type has 
been recommended as a solution of the educational problem, specially 
its administrative aspect.

President of the Inter-University Board 


The Inter-University Board have elected Dr. S. P. Mookerjee, 
a former Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University, and now 
representing that University on the Board, as its President for the 
current term. 


Control Board for Sports 

A Sports Board has been constituted by the Inter-University Board 
of India to organise among its different constituent Universities 
contests in football, cricket, hockey, tennis, athletics and swimming. 

Besides the Chairman and the Secretary of the Inter-University 
Board, this new body consists of one representative each from Aligarh 
Muslim University, Calcutta University, Osmania University and 
Travancore University, representing North, East, Central and South 
Zones, respectively, and also Khan Bahadur Mian M. Afzal Hussain. 

This University has decided to join the Board and to depute its 
representative on it. 


Inter-Unwersity Tournaments 

The responsibility of running competitions held under the auspices 
of the Inter-University Board of India has this year been allocated to 
the different Universities as follows :— 

Madras—Tennis ; Aligarh—Hockey ; Caleutta—Football ; 
Bombay—Cricket ; The Punjab—Athletics; and Allahabad— 
Swimming. 

The Zonal Tournaments wil be conducted as follows :—

Vocational Degrees and Diplomas 


The question whether students who specialise in vocational subjects 
in the High Schools may pursue higher courses in those subjects in the 
University up to the degree standard, is at present engaging the atten- 
tion of almost all the Universities. 


The Inter-University Board of India have expressed the opinion that 
the right method consists in the provision of diversified courses at the 
High School stage with provision for similar courses of a progressively 
higher grade at the inter and succeeding stages, leading to diplomas or 
degrees, so that it might be possible for pupils taking vocational courses 
: at the High School stage to go to the Universities for diplomas and 
qualify themselves for the diplomas and degrees in their own lines.. 

The Board further holds that it ought to be possible for the Univer- 
sities to have entrance tests suitable for such courses of:study, instead 
of-a single entrance examination for all candidates irrespective of the 
courses to be taken. 


Training in Librarianship 
In Inter-University Board of India have suggested that there should 
be two courses of training in librarianship, & diploma course meant for 


those holding a degree of an Indian University, and a certificate 
examination meant for Matriculates.

poma in Dentistry 

: The Government of Bombay. in the course of a communication 
addressed to the authorities of the Dental College at the Nair Hospital 
have laid down certain conditions under which the students passing out 


of the College would be eligible for registration in the event of a Dental 
Act being passed. 


Adult Education in Bombay 


' A training class for the teachers working in the adult literary classes 
‘was ‘Held im the Municipal Marathi Central School, Byculla, from 
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March 4 to 9. Mr. R. P. Masani, Vice-Chancellor of the Univorsity, 
delivered. the inaugural address on the first day. 


The Government of Bombsy propose to encourage intensive adult 
education work in villages with a population of 1,000 and over and have, 
therefore, directed that new adult education classes should preferably 
be opened in such villages. 


Backward Class Education 


A big advance in the education of the Backward Classes in Bombay 
province was made in 1939-40. In that year, says the Report of the 
Backward Class Department, about 222,218 pupils attended school, 
against 182,870 in the previous year. Of these 103,132 belonged to 
the scheduled castes and 60,500 to aboriginal and hill tribes. There 
were 2,399 Backward Class teachers, including 229 women. 


Indian School of Mines 


Of the twenty-one students who qualified at the Indian School of Mines, 
Dhanbad, eighteen have been placed in employment or are undergoing 
apprenticeships and one has gone abroad for specialised studies, accord- 
ing to the Annual Report of the School for the year 1939-40. 


Indian Forest College 


Of the sixteen students who passed out of the Indian Forest College 
after completing their two years’ course, two obtained the Honours 
Diploma and the remaining fourteen the Pass Diploma, according to 
the Progress Report of the Indian Forest College, Dehra Dun, for the 
year 1939-40. Four of the students were from the United Provinces, - 
two each from Bengal, Bihar, Bombay, Hyderabad (Deccan) and 
Kashmir, and one each from Orissa and Kotah. 


Secondary Education Board 


The Government of Bombay have directed that the period of the 
present Board of Secondary Education should be extended by one 
year and that the tenure of the future Boards should be for three years 
instead of two years. Principal N. M. Shah is the representative 
of this University on the Board, and the Rev. A. Solagran, S.J., 
Principal, St. Xavier’s High School, Bombay, has been appointed an 
additional member on the Board. 


Education of Prisoners 

The imparting of elementary education to prisoners under the age 
of 40 and with a sentence of three years and over who desire to attend 
classes held in prisons has been started in the Karachi District Prison, 
with the help of literate prisoner-teachers and honorary teachers, To 
encourage literacy among the prisoners the scale of ten days’ remission 
for passing each standard has been sanctioned by the Government. 
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Publishing Indian History 


The Bharatiya Itihas Parishad, Benares, and the Aligarh Historical 
Research Institute have embarked upon a scheme of publishing an 
Indian history in 20 volumes with the co-operation and collaboration 
of scholars from all over India. The work has been undertaken in a 
genuine spirit of research, and the history will be published jointly 
by the two associations. 


Facilities for Historical Research 


The Government of Bombay have sanctioned the continuance of the 
&rrangement allowing facilities to genuine research students of history 
for inspecting records in the Alienation Office, Poona, as a permanent 
measure. 

New rules have been made to enable bona fide research students in 
India, including University Professors and Readers and certified post- 
graduate scholars, to inspect and copy without any restriction from all 
documents from the earliest times down to 1880, m the custody of the 
Imperial Department of the Government of India. 


Radio Research an India 


The constitution of a Radio Research Board to study the possibility 
of manufacturing different parts of radio sets and microphones from 
indigenous materials is being considered by the Board of Scientific and 
Industrial Research. At the request of the Chairman of the Board, 
Sir 8. 8. Bhatnagar, the Physics Department of the Science College 
of Oalcutta University has undertaken the task of preparing a 
comprehensive scheme embodying the various aspects of the proposal. 


No Grant-in-Aid for Hindi in Sind 

The Government of Sind have refused to recognise Hindi for the 
purposes of grants-in-aid. The representation of the Karachi Municipal 
Corporation in this regard has been rejected. The Government, explaining 
their position, state that they have already recognised three regional 
languages—Gujarati, Marathi and Urdu. 


Promoting the Inbrary Movement 


The formation of a net-work of libraries spread over the whole of 
Bombay province, with regional libraries at Poona, Ahmedabad and 
Dharwar and a central library in Bombay City, constitutes the principal 
recommendation of the Library Development Committee appointed 
by the Government of Bombay to explore the possibilities of promoting 
the library movement. The Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society has been asked by the Government if its library could be 
made available as a nucleus for the establishment of a central library in 
Bor bay in accordance with the recommendations made by the Com- 
mittee. The Society has informed the Government that it would be 
glad to co-operate in the scheme. 
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Vincent Massey Scholarship 


His Excellency the Viceroy has awarded the Vincent Massey Scholar- 
ship for 1941-42 to Dr. Jaswant Rai Gadeock, of the Lucknow Univer- 
sity, for study of Pathology and Bacteriology. 


Donation and Grant to Visva-Bharate 


His Excellency Tai Chi Tao, President of the Examination Yuan, 
and Member of the State Council of the National Government of China, 
who headed the Chinese Goodwill Mission to India last year, has 
donated a sum of Rs. 10,000 to the Visva-Bharati, Dr. Rabindranath 
Tagore's Institution at Santiniketan. The donation is to be utilised 
for rural uplift work organised by the Visva-Bharati, for building 
dormatories as well as for the improvement of the Cheena Bhawan. 


The Government of India have decided to make a grant of Rs. 25,000 
to the Visva-Bharati in 1941-42 in recognition of the contribution it is 
making to Indian culture. The Bengal Government also have released 
the grant of a similar sum to the institution. 


University Training Corps 

In the Council of State, Pandit Kunzru moved a resolution recom- 
mending that the University Training Corps in India be trained and - 
utilised like the Officers’ Training Corps at the British Universities. 
He said that the central purpose ot his resolution was to ask that the 
training of members of the U. T. C. should not be limited to that given 


to the rank and file. Advantage should be taken of their education 
to fit them for the performance of more responsible duties. 


Sir Claude Auchinleck, (the then) Commander-in-Chief, replying on 
the debate, announced that he had issued instructions for reviewing and 
improving the syllabus of the U. T. C. and this work was now in hand. 
He said that he would do his best to make the syllabus for the U. T. C. 
training as comprehensive and attractive as was possible. He was also 
considering proposals to introduce the system of certificates for 
efficiency, which might shorten the period of training taken by a cadet, 
to get his commission. He promised also to examine the possibility of 
a separate interview board for the U. T. C. as far as recruitment for 
the officers’ rank in the Army was concerned. With these assurances 
he hoped that the resolution would be withdrawn. The resolution was 
accordingly withdrawn. 


Indian Civil Service 
A, resolution asking the Government to withdraw their orders 
“ restricting the number of candidates appearing for the I.C.8. Examina- 


tion in India and fixing the provincial quotas" was moved in the 
Council of State by Mr. V. V. Kalikar. 


Mr. E. Conran-Smith, Home Secretary, welcomed the debate and 
explained that difficulties had been felt by the Public Service Com- 
mission and it was the Commission which had brought the matter to 
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the notice of the Government. The question before them.was whether 
the method selected by the Government was likely to achieve the 
object. 


Referring to the fixation of quotas, Mr. Conran-Smith said that they 
were fixed on the basis of the population of a province, its graduate 
population and the actual number of candidates who had appeared for 
the I.C.S. Examination in the past. The Home Secretary denied that 
the fixation of’ quotas would lead to provincialisation. 


The Home Member concluded by saying: “ The Honourable Members 
are genuinely apprehensive about the merits of this scheme. I am 
prepared, if it satisfies them, to give an assurance that the Government 
will review the position, after an experiment for one year, with the 
intention of seeing how far the scheme has worked satisfactorily.” 


Satisfied with this assurance, Mr. Kealikar withdrew the 


resolution. 


Another resolution recommending the appointment of a Committee 
of officials and non-officials to examine the question of the strength of 
and the posts reserved for the T.C.S. moved in the Council of State by 
Mr. Hossain Imam, was also withdrawn after the Government’s point 
of view was explained by Mr. Conran-Smith. 


In the Central Legislative Assembly, Sir Reginald Maxwell, Home 
Member, in the course of his reply to the debate on a demand under 
which certain members had asked for information on a number of points 
regarding the I.C.8., said that the experiment of training I.C.8. 
probationers in India instead of in England, “ out of touch with Indian 
conditions,” looked extremely promising. It had been forced upon 
the Government by war conditions, and was being tried in a camp 
established in Dehra Dun, where all the probationers numbering 29, 
were being trained. “It has not been definitely decided what should 
be done in future years,” added the Home Member, “ I think the results 
of this trial are so promising that it is very likely that this may become 
a permanent institution.” 


In regard to the number of Europeans and Indians in the Indian 
Civil Service, there were 585 Europeans and 496 Indians on December 
31, 1940. The figure 496 relates to the number of directly recruited 
Indian J.C.8. Officers and does not include 121 Indians promoted from 
the Provincial Civil Services or recruited from the Bar, who are holding 
superior posts in the cadre of the Indian Civil Service. Thus the total 
number of Indians holding posts is actually 617 as compared with 
a total of 585 Europeans. 


Indian Medical Service 


The Indian Medical Service, which, at the outbreak of war, was about 
two-thirds European and one-third Indian, has-so rapidly. expanded, 
that now there are twice as many Indian as European Officers. 
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A. R. P. Staff School 


The A. R. P. Staff School of the Government of India has been opened 
at Calcutta, to train A. R. P. Officers and instructors of the Provincial 
Governments and certain industrial and public utility concerns. 


* Black Hole" Story in History Books 


The decision to expunge the portion relating to the Black Hole incident 
from history books has been announced by the Sind Government. ‘It 
might be recalled that the Karachi Corporation made a recommendation 
to the Government in this connection at its meeting held on June :8, 
and a similar resolution was adopted by the: Bombay Corporation iat 
its meeting held on June-19. 


A Blind Student for the B.T. Course 


A blind student has been allowed at Calcutta to study the course 
of Bachelorship of Teaching of the Calcutta University. This, it is 
stated, is the first instance when the University has allowed this 
facility to the blind, the scholar to enjoy the privilege being Mr. Rakhlal 
Chandra Bose. 


Land for the Educated Unemployed 


The Sind Government have reserved a plot of land measuring: about 
5,000 acres to be given at a nominal price to the educated unemployed 
youths in order to relieve unemployment in the Province. The 
condition governing the grant is that the recipients should undergo one 
year’s training at a Government agricultural farm. 


Primary School Building Grants 


The Government of Bombay have decided to sanction expenditure 
on building grants ‘up to Rs. 2,55,000 for the current year with a view 
to encouraging the District Local Boards to construct school buildings 
of their own, with the help of these grants from the Government. ‘This 
amount will be placed at the disposal of the Director of Public Instruction, 
who has been asked to inform the District Local Boards that an amount 
not exceeding Rs. 12,750 will be available for each district as a grant 
for primary school buildings.

From India the following competitors have won the 2nd and 3rd prizes 
respectively in the 26th Centennial International Essay Contest 
commemorating the Founding of the Japanese Empire 660 B.C.—1940

8rd Prize—Mr. Digambar Kashinath Garde of Nagpur. 
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Prominent Personalities 


Dr. Rabindranath Tagore 


The eightieth birthday of Dr. Rabindranath Tagore was celebrated in 
May by the University of Calcutta and at numerous other places in 
the country. This is believed to be the first occasion when a University 
celebrated the birthday of a Savant under its auspices. On this occasion - 
also the title of “ Bharat Bhaskar” was conferred on the Poet at 
a Special Durbar held by His Highness the Maharaja of Tripura. 
The Visvabharati has created an endowment to be named after the 
Poet. , 


Sir P. C. Ray 


Àn appeal for funds was addressed to the public of India under the 
signatures of Dr. Rabindranath Tagore, Sir Maurice Gwyer, Dr. Rajendra 
Prasad, Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru and many other eminent men for 
celebrating the eightieth birthday of Sir P. C. Ray. On this occasion 
a Chemical and Pharmaceutical Exhibition was organised. The idea 
of honouring the doyen of Bengals scientists originated with 
Sir Nripendranath Sircar, one of the old pupils of Sir P. C. Ray, who 
laid stress on the importance of scientific research in his inaugural 
speech at the Exhibition. 


Professor D. K. Karve 


Professor Dhondo Keshav Karve, founder of the Hindu Widows’ 
Home, the S. N. D. T. Indian Women's University and the Maharashtra 
Village Primary Education Society, completed 83 years of his dedicated 
life on April 19. At this advanced age, in order not to remain idle, he 
goes about the city of Poona every day for two hours for doing the “light 
work", as he calls it, of collecting very small subscriptions for the 
Maharashtra Village Education Society. 


Sir S. Radhakrishnan 


Sir S. Radhakrishnan, George V Professor of Mental and Moral Science 
in the Calcutta University, resigned the post in order to take up the newly 
created Sir Sayaji Rao professorship of Indian Culture and Civilisation 
at the Benares Hindu University. The new appointment will not in 
any way interfere with his engagements in Oxford or his duties as 
Honorary Vice-Chancellor of the Benares Hindu University. The 
Calcutta University, in accepting his resignation, expressed its high 
appreciation of his great services to the University, and decided to 
honour him by making him an Emeritus Professor, and to confer on 
him the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws. 
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Sir C. V. Raman 


The Franklyn Institute, Philadelphia, Has awarded Sir C. V. Raman 
the Franklyn Medal of Merit, its highest award for scientific research, 
in recognition of his scientific researches and of the lead given by him in 
the cause of scientific research in India, thereby advancing the cause of 
science the world over. 


Sw Shah Muhammad Sulaiman 


By the untimely death of the Honourable Sir Shah Muhammad 
Sulaiman, a Judge of the Federal Court, on March 12, India has lost 
ari eminent citizen of whom all Indians could be proud. He distinguished 
himself not only as a practising lawyer and jurist and as judge but also 
as a scientific researcher in mathematical physics. His loss will be 
irreparable to the University of Aligarh of which he was the 
Vice-Chancellor. : i 


Mr. B. J. Padshah 


The death occurred in Bombay on June 20 of Mr. B. J. Padshah. 
a leading industrialist. He was the right-hand man of the late 
Mr. Jamsetji N. Tata, the founder of the House of Tatas. He was 
the director in charge of the Tata Iron and Steel Company from its 
inception till he retired about 10 years ago. 


Graduating from the Elphinstone College, Bombay, Mr. Padshah 
went to England for higher studies. On his return to India he was 
appointed Professor at the D. J. Sind College, Karachi, of which he 
became Vice-Principal later on. .After severing his connection with 
that College he came in close contact with the late Mr. Tata. The 
latter deputed Mr. Padshah to make investigations in foreign countries 
in connection with the establishment in India of a research institute. 
With the co-operation of the authorities concerned the institute then 
came into being and it is now known as the Indian Institute of 
Science.

Editorial Notes 


The Passing Away of Rabindranath Tagore 
At the last meeting of the University Senate, the Vice-Chancellor, 
‘niaking a reference to those who had passed away since the previous 
meeting of the Senate, said: “Although Dr. Rabindranath Tagore 
was not connected with this University, Iam sure it is the wish of 
every one present here that I should express on behalf of the 
Senate our sense of the loss sustained in the death of one who was not 
only universally recognised as the greatest poet of his age but also as 
the best exponent and the very embodiment of India’s culture." 


Rabindranath Tagore was great not merely because of his poetic 
gifts and his lasting and inspiring contribution to literature and art, 
but because he lived a great hfe. His high moral principles, his intense 
love and his deep and abiding patriotism all made him the guardian of 
India’s honour. In the most unassuming but nevertheless effective 
manner, he has stirred in us a great sense of patriotism, and helped us 
to rise in the esteem of the nations of the world. Tagore has passed 
away, but he will live for ages, and his lyrics of ' truth, beauty and 
goodness ’ will continue to give *incenss-fragrance ' not only to India 
but to the whole world for ever! 


Communal Societies in Colleges 

The Vice-Chancellor received a letter from the student of a local 
College, drawing his attention to the growth of Communal Societies in 
the various Colleges. In the course of his letter, he wrote: “A modern 
youth, is expected to cultivate Universal brotherhood and not allow 
communal feelings to eclipse his broad outlook. Itis high time tho 
University authorities take the initiative in the matter and also the 
Heads of all the Colleges should see that no such communal societies 
are started in Colleges. These do a great harm rather than any good 
and through them the seeds of communal canker are bitterly sown in 
the youthful minds." 

The Syndicate approved of the suggestion made in the letter and 
circulated it to the Principals of the affiliated Colleges requesting them 
to see to it that the formation of Communal Societies in their Colleges 
is discouraged. 
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Obituary 
The late Lord Willingdon 


Lord Willingdon was Governor of Bombay and Chancellor of this 
University from April 1913 to December 1918. During his regime, 
Sir Alfred Hopkins, the late Vice-Chancellor of the Manchester 
University, advised this University as to the lines of development of 
University work, which largely influenced the work subsequently under- 
taken by the University. 


The extension of the South Wing of the University Buildings for 
Post-graduate work, the affiliation of the Sydenham College of 
Commerce and Economics, the creation of the Joint Examination Board 
with a view to placing Secondary Education on a sound basis, and the 
establishment of the University School of Economics and Sociology for 
Post-graduate work, were some of the important measures undertaken 
during the period of his Chancellorship. 


As Governor of Bombay and also of Madras and as the Governor- 
General of Canada and Viceroy of India, Lord Willingdon rendered 
signal services to the British Empire. He was athletic even in his 
advancing years, and had played cricket both forthe M.C.C.and Sussex 
and helped to found the Cricket Club of India. 


The late Mr. A. Correa-Fernandes 


Mr. A. Correa-Fernandes was Professor of History and Economics 
at the St. Xavier's College, Bombay. He had made a special study of 
economic questions relating to Portuguese India and had edited a book 
on the life of Francis Luis Gomes. 

Professor Correa-Fernandes was Secretary, Goan Emigrants Fund, 
constituted by the Government of Goa for Portuguese emigrants for 
seven years. He was a member of the Royal Geographical Society, 
Lisbon, and was a correspondent of certain newspapers. 

At the timo of his death he had been working as Local Seoretary of 
the Indian Political Science Congress which is due to be held in Eombay 
in Deceniber-January under the auspices of this University.

Annual Convocation 


The Annual Convocation for conferring Degrees was held in the 
Sir Cowasji Jehangir Hall of the University on August 19. Two thou- 
sand six hundred and eighty-two candidates (including three hundred 
twenty-seven ladies) were admitted to the various Degrees by His 
Excellency the Chancellor, who presided over the Convocation. The 
Honourable Sir Maurice Gwyer, K.C.B., K.C.8.1., D.C.L., Chief Justice 
of India, and Vice-Chancellor of the Delhi University, delivered the 
Convocation Address, excerpts from which appear elsewhere in this 
issue. 


His Excellency the Chancellor and Sir Maurice Gwyer were taken 
in procession from the University Library Building, the procession 
being headed by the Deputy Registrar, who carried the golden mace. 
Next to the Chancellor were the Vice-Chancellor, Mr. R. P. Masani, 
and Sir Maurice Gwyer, who were followed by the Fellows of the 
University and the candidates to receive the Degrees. The same 
procedure was followed at the conclusion of the Convocation when the 
procession left the Convocation Hall and returned to the Library 
Building. *

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Senate Meeting 


A meeting of the University Senate was held on August 20. At this 
meeting elections were held of three members to the Syndicate and of 
a Headmaster to the Academic Council; continuation of affiliation 
was recommended of the D. G. National College, Hyderabad, Sind, for 
the Intermediate Science course in Biology ; the condition laid down 
by the Senate regarding the provision of a building for the Secondary 
Training College, Belgaum, was waived for one year; certain lapsed 
granis and supplementary granis were renewed and sanctiored 
respectively ; Ordinances passed by the Syndicate since the last meeting 
of the Senate held in June 1941 were approved ; certain Fellows were 
assigned to different Faculties; an amendment of Statute 150 (new) 
regarding elections was passed ; the question of the institution of the 
posts of three Lecturers in the University Departments of Economics and 
Sociology was referred back to the Syndicate; and Dr. Vad’s three 
proposals : (1) on the advisability of framing a scheme for the granting 
of medical aid to University Students on the lines of medical Health 
Insurance schemes in Western Countries, (2) about giving due recogni- 
tion to the claims of women graduates in medicine of this University 
in the recruitment to the Cadre of the proposed Women’s Branch of the 
Indian Medical Service, and (3) to request Government to amend the 
Bombay University Act IV of 1928 with a view to enabling the Univer- 
sity to introduce Military training for its students, were adopted. 


University Lectures 


Mr. Ramanlal V. Desai delivered the Thakkar Vassonji Madhavji 
Lectures on ^ Gujarati Literature” on August 25 to 30. Dewan 
Bahadur K. M. Jhaveri presided over the inaugural lecture and 
Mr. K. M. Munshi over the concluding one. 


University Training Corps 


The Annual Camp of the 1st (Bombay) Battalion of the Corps will be 
held at Moshi on November 1 to 15. The affiliated Colleges concerned, 
excluding those in Sind, have therefore been permitted to extend the 
first term of this year by 7 days and to commence the second term 
7 days later. Such Colleges, accordingly, may re-open on November 
17, instead of on November 10. . 


An Endowment for Founding a Scholarship

student who obtains the highest number of marks in the Contract Act 
Paper at the Second LL.B. Exam nation, to be named “ Mr. Gussie K. 
Kanga, M.A. (Oxon.), Bar-at-Law, Scholarship.” 
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University Examinations 

A Supplementary Third M.B., B.S. Examination was held on 
Wednesday, October 1, for only those candidates who were due to 
appcar for this Examination in April 1941, or who having appeared, 
had failed thereat. 

The following Examinations were held on Monday, October 6, and 
the subsequent days: B.A. (Pass) B.Sc. (Subsidiary) M.D., M.S., 
D.P.H. and D.O. 

Owing to the intervention of the Diwali Holidays, the Second LL.B. 
Examination commenced on Saturday, October 11, instead of on Monday, 
October 13, as fixed by Ordinance 149. 

Similarly, October 12, which was fixed by the Ordinance as the date 
for the commencem: nt of the Firstand Second M.B., B.S. Examinations 
being Sunday, the Examinations were held from Monday, October 18. 

The following Examinations also were held on Monday, October 13, 
and the subsequent days: First LL.B., B.Com., B.E. (Civil, Mechanical 
and Electrical) and M.Sc. (Translation). 

The Third M.B., B.S. Examination will commence on Monday, 
December 1. ` 

As the Matriculation Examination is to commence on the third 
Monday in March this year, to overcome the difficulty, which the Head, 
Masters might experience in the matter of submission of applications, it 
has been decided that the Heads of such Schools may, if they forward 
the applications two months before the date of the Examination, be 
allowcd to withdraw the applications of any candidates, if they choose 
to do so, up to one month before the date of the Examination. 

The procedure adopted this year for the publication of the Matricula- 
tion Examination results will be continued, the hour of handing over the 
results to the press being changed from 9-30 p.m. to 9 p.m, 


New Examination Centre 

Rajkot has been made a centre for the Intermediate Arts Examination 
provisionally for a period of two years from 1941 and for the written 
part of the Intermediate Science Examination to be held in 1942. 


Equivalence of Examinations 

A student who has passed the Intermediate Examination of another 
University or Board shall not be deemed to have passed an examination, 
equivalent to the Intermediate Examination of this University, unless 
he shall have after passing the Matriculation, Entrance or other Examina- 
tion entitling him to admission to that University or Board, kept attend- 
ance for a period of two years at a College affiliated to the University or 
Board before passing the said Intermediate Examination. 

The Intermediate Arts, B.A. and B.Sc. Examinations of the University 
of Travancore have been recognised as equivalent to the corresponding 
Examinations of this University. i 
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The M.8c. Degree of the Andhra University has been recognised as 
equivalent to the corresponding Degree of this University. 


In view of the fact that the University of Lucknow has not been 
permitting the holders of the M.B., B.S. Degrees of this University to 
proceed to the courses of studies for the M.D. and M.S. Degrees of the 
Lucknow University, the Registrar of the Lucknow University has been 
informed that this University would be compelled to withdraw the 
present recognition of the M.B., B.S. Examination of the University of 
Lucknow whereby holders of the said Degree were able to take up 
post-graduate courses in the Faculty of Medicine in this University. 


Revised Syllabus in Portuguese for the M.A. Examination 


The following is the revised Syllabus in Portuguese for the M.A. 
Examination. 

Subordinate.—Paper I—Translation from Portuguese into English 
and English into Portuguese (all unseens) ; Paper II—A. paper on two 
modern writers, including points of Scholarship and Criticism (texts 
prescribed). 

Additional for Principal.—Paper III—A. study of the Portuguese 
Language with special reference to some prescribed specimens of 
Pre-Camoens Literature ; Paper IV—A general knowledge of the life and, 
age ot Camoens, with a detailed and critical study of a prescribed portion 
of Camoens’ works ; Paper V—Study of a Literary School or a Literary 
form, with illustrative texts prescribed; Paper VI—An essay to be 
written in the Portuguese language. 


Medical Examination of Students made Obligatory 


In order that students should get full benefit of medical examination, 
it has been made a condition of admission to a University Examination 
that a candidate should produce a certificate from the Principal of his 
College to the effect that he has undergone medical examination by the 
University. 

Students who have undergone compulsory Physical Training when 
prosecuting courses of studies in Arts or Science or Commerce have to 
undergo the same training when they change over the course from Arts 
to Science or from Arts to Commerce and vice versa. 

To meet the cases of those students who may have objection to being 
examined by persons who are not of their choice, & provision has been 
made that a candidate may get bimself examined by a Registered Medical 
Practitioner who does not belong to the panel of medical men appointed 
by the University provided that such a practitioner is a medical graduate 
of a recognised University. 

The Principals of Colleges have been authorised to grant exemptions 
to their students from physical training in such cases where they are 
satisfied that there are valid medical grounds for such exemption, and 
that for the purpose of such exemption the certificates of only those 
medical men whom the University may appoint in each place should be 
accepted by the Principals. 
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Concessions to Students and Scholars 


Certain teachers have been granted total exemption from the 
attendance prescribed under Section 202, and they have been allowed 
to appear for the Matriculation Examination without submitting them- 
selves to a preliminary examination. 


Students who could not join their Colleges in time owing to disloca- 
tion of railway service due to heavy rains in Gujarat have been granted 
a concession to combine the two terms of the year. Such students 
will bo deemed to have kept both the terms if they keep 130 days in 
all. 


Certificates of Eligibility have been issued to those students who 
were stranded in India and could not prosecute courses abroad, owing 
to the outbreak of war, the deficiency in their attendances has been 
condoned and they have bcen permitted to join the relevant courses 
-of study in the middle of the term. 


Scholarships awarded to the Scholars who could not proceed to 
‘foreign countries in view of the war- situation, have been reserved for 
one year. 


Certain Scholars in foreign countries have been granted extension of 
the Scholarships for one year to finish their courses which they could 
not do on account of various difficulties owing to war. 


Representation from Students who have Failed to Pass ~~ 
the Second LL.B. (Old Course) Examination l 


The University has made a representation to the High Court and to 
the Bar Council that the candidates who have kept both terms and 
failed at the Second LL.B. Examination under the old course or who 
after having kept both terms under the old course could not appear for 
the Second LL.B. Examination (old course) ‘be exempted from 
Apprenticeship in Chamber and from the Bar Council Test, respectively, 
if they pass the Second LL.B. Examination (uew course). 


Transference ‘Certificates of Students 


A ‘student who after ceasing to be a. student on the roll of a particular 
College joins two Colleges, one after another, in tha middle of the term, 
has to obtain transference certificates from both the Colleges in tum. . 


Diploma in Military Studies | — 


The Vice-Chancellor has issued the following- statement in fhis 
connection : S 


Ás some misapprehension prevails concerning the reasons for 
the delay in giving effect to the scheme formulated by this University 
for instituting a Diploma in Military Studies and the establishment 

_ of a Department of Military Studies to give instruction in the proposed 
course for the Diploma, it is necessary to point out that the delay 
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is due not to lack of diligence on the part of the University Autho- 
tities concerned or of sympathy on the part ot tbe Army Authorities 
‘or of His Excellency the Chancellor but to the exigencies of the’ 
present times. ^ 


In preparing the scheme, members of the University bodies entrusted 
witb the work received every encouragement irom the Chancellor 
and the individual Army Officers whom they consulted. Soon after 
the Statute passed by the Senate for granting a Diploma in Military 
Studies was sul mitted tc His Excellency the Chancellor for sanction, 
a letter was sent to the Goveram nt of Bombay requesting that the 
Government of India might be moved to authorise the Army Autho- 
rities in Poona to give to the. University such advice and help as was 
possible in connection with the organisation of the Department and 
the practical training of students. 


With reference to that request, it was pointed out by the Secretary 
to the Government of Bombay in the Educational Department that 
the Army Authorities were not then in a position to lend-their co-opera- 
tion to the scheme. As every man and weapon available for training 
purposes was required for instructing Army personnel, they could 
not spare military instructors for the purpose. It was further pointed 
out that uuless the scheme was correlated to the provision of officers 
for the Army, there would be no avenue of employment for those 
taking the proposed course of studies. 


It was thereupon represented to His Excellency the Chancellor 
that it was all along intended that the scheme should be worked in 
conjunction with the officers of the Army and with their advice and 
assistance and that it was understood that individual officers had 
expressed their willingness to give all possible advice and assistance 
and that it might also be possible to obtain the services of a retired 
officer. f Br 


_ Although the war had inevitably increased the difficulties of co- 

‘ operation by the Defence Department so that what was envisaged by 
individual officers before seemed to be impracticable, His Excellency 
‘the Chancellor, who has every sympathy with the project, readily 
undertook to forward the scheme to the authorities with a view to 
obtaining their views as to the best way in which effect could be given 
to the proposals of the Univarsity. A reply to that reference is 
awaited. 


Degree in Dental Surgery 


With reference to a letter received recently from the Government 
of Bombay, stating that the local Sir C. E. Dental School and Hospital 
1s now properly equipped and staffed to undertake instruction in the 
subjects leading to a degree in Dental Surgery, and wishing to know 
with a view to its affiliation to the University for that degree, if-this 
University is-willing to institute the B. D. S. Degree, and if so, to frame 
the necessary syllabus leading to the award thereof, the’ University 
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has informed Government that it is in favour of instituting such 
a degree. The proposal for the institution of a degree in Dental Surgery 
will be considered by the Senate after the Syllabus has been re-framed 
by the Medical Faculty. 


Department of Chemical Technology 


As an experimental measure a special Research Assistant has been 
appointed for a period of one yearin the Department to prepare as many 
organic chemicals as possible to meet the demands of various colleges 
in connection with the practical examinations. 


Professor K. Venkataraman, Head of the Department, is assisting 
the Government of India, Department of Supply, in solving the chemical 
problems connected with war supplies in the Bombay area. 


The Department has agreed to give laboratory facilities to the 
Inspectorate of General Stores Laboratories for carrying out the testing 
of the anti-gas fabrics 


Mr. 8. V. Sathye delivered a lecture on “ Paints and Varnishes " on 
September 1. 


School of Economics and Sociology 


Mr. J. E. Castellino spoke on “The Management of Railways" on 
September 12. 


The D. N. Sivur Trophy Inter-Collegiate Debate was held on 
September 20. The subject of the debate was “That the attempts to 
divide India politically are not conducive to her national interests." 
Mr. Justice M. C. Chagla presided and the panel of Judges was composed 
of Mr. C. G. Modi, Mr. B. N. Gokhale and Miss Kapila Khandwala. 
Twenty-eight representatives from different Bombay Colleges contested 
for the Trophy. 


The first, second and third prizes (all silver cups) were awarded 
to Mr. R. A. Zakaria (Government Law College), Mr. 8. K. Daru 
(Elphinstone College) and Mr. Rusi Billimoria (St. Xaviers College), 
respectively. Mr. 8. R. Damri (Grant Medical College) was highly 
recommended. The Sirur Trophy was awarded to the Elphinstone 
College, in recognition of the debating abilities displayed by Mr. 8. K. 
Daru and Mr. P. D. Kasbekar. The proposition was moved by 
Mrs. Sharda Kotak and the opposition was led by Mr. V. M. Bhave. 
The proposition was carried by an overwhelming majority. 


Grant to the B. P. Secondary Teachers’ Conference 

The University sanctioned a grant of Rs. 200 to the Bombay Provin- 
cial Secondary Teachers’ Conference held at Belgaum in October.

The University has invited the Indian Library Association to hold 
in Bombay its next Conference which is due to take place during the 
Easter holidays in 1942.

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The War and the Cultural Tradition 


Excerpts from the Convocation Address 


-By the Hon. Sir Maurica Gwyer 


Congratulating the recipients of degrees and wishing them success, the 
Hon Sir Maurice Gwyer, in his Convocation Address at the University 
on August 19, expressed the hope that those candidates would show 
th »mseives worthy of the University which had nurtured them. 


The war would increasingly affect their activities, he said, but there 
must be no breakin the cultural tradition, andtheir children were 
entitled to share the riches which had come down to them from the past 
and. to make use of them to build an even richer future. 


Large Number of Failures 

The statistics of the various Universities, even to the most casual 
observer, revealed strikingly two things, namely, the excessive number 
of failures in many of their examinations, and the very small number 
those reading for honours bore to the number of those who sought only 
a pass degree. Though the percentage of failures in various Universities 
varied a good deal, it was nearly always high in the more popular exami- 
nations, and in some cases almost incredibly so. This percentage was so 
large because numbers of students were found in most Universities who 
would never be able to derive any benefit from University education. 


This was no new phenomenon. Some at any rate of the causes of this 
influx of unsuitable candidates were familiar enough. One cause was 
that many of them entered the University because they were without 
employment and for the time being could think of no other occupation ; 
another reason, also by no means unusual, was that the education which 
they had received at the secondary school had not provided them with 
the right foundation.. Vested interests had also grown up, and persons 
connected with those interests had every motive for upholding the exist- 
ing state of things and were not disposed to encourage any attempt to 
alter it. 

Maintaining the University Standard 

The mischief was constantly deplored, but nothing was done. Would 
not the judicious expenditure of money, Sir Maurice asked, even at this 
time, upon remedial measures, if they could be found, be a wise and 
profitable investment ? The speaker wanted that just as in the case of 
the Department of Chemical Technology, where selection for admission 
was based upon some manifest promise or proved merit, similar 


principles should be applied for admission of students on the Arts side 
also. 
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Sir Maurice stressed this matter because the question of maintaining 
the University standard was a difficult one. He did not wish to discuss 
the policy of Governments in the past with regard to education. No one, 
he thought, would deny that errors had been committed, and that many 
of the present difficulties had arisen from them. He was only concerned 
with consequences and they were grave enough. Among them was what 
he might call a wholly mechanical or even commercial idea of education 
which was too often to be found. The importance too often attached 
to the degree in comparison with the education which was supposed to 
precede it was inevitably exaggerated by the presence of a large number 
of students who could never hope to obtain it. 


Reform of Education 


While urging a reduction in the number of students who were unlikely 
to benefit by University education, Sir Maurice thought that steps would 
have to be taken to secure, by a proper system of scholarships and 
grants, that no student able to satisfy the test based upon merit for 
admission was prevented from want of means from pursuing his Univer- 
sity studies. This was only halfa policy, and the other half of the 
policy concerned with the reform of the secondary education system, 

He thought that the time had come when ata suitable point ina school- 
boy’s career he ought to be given the opportunity of selecting courses 
of instruction having a different bias altogether. Vocational and 
technical training must in that event be given a much more promifient 
part in the secondary school system. The teaching profession had also 
suffered. The vested interests should not be allowed for a single moment 
to continue their oxploitation of the teaching profession. 


Two Conceptions of Life 


The war which was now convulsing Europe and party of Africa, 
Sir Maurice continued, was no ordinary war, because it was s conflict not 
only between the material forces, but between two conceptions of life : 
one based on human personality, the other on brute force ; one holding 
that truth and honour ought to regulate the relations between people 
and people; the other that each State was a law unto itself and that 
there was no chicanery or fraud of which it might not take advantage, 
to the injury or even the destruction of its neighbours. All were 
interested in it, whether they desired it or not, for destiny was knocking 
at the door. 

‘Where education meant no more than the acquisition of a degree and 
perhaps of information about a variety of subjects, and did not seek 
so to equip the mind as to enable it to grasp and deal with the problem 
of life, was it surprising, Sir Maurice askcd, that great numbcrs of men 
were at the mercy of words and phrases and of an unscrupulous propa- 
ganda since they themselves had no power to criticise or to discriminate, 
being without standards of their own? Phrases like Germany's “ new 
order" or Japan's “‘co-prosperity sphere" were intended to deceive, 
but they should be able to deceive only those who had no critical 
standards of any kind. 
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Meanings of Words and Phrases 


There were other words and phrases in common use which were not 
catehwords or slogans at all, but which described or represented definite 
conceptions of ideas, Yet these words and phrases might assume 
different meanings in the minds of different porsons, and confusion of 
thought in this sphere too might produce most unhappy consequences. 
It was therefore just as important for them to be quite clear in their 
own minds what meaning they were attaching to the words and phrases 
which they used. In this connection, Sir Maurice referred to the words 
democracy, ” “ collective responsibility,” “ freedom " and “ Dominion 
Status.” 

Dominion Status was an expression which had acquired considerable 
vogue in this country, but there still seemed to be a great divergence of 
opinion on what it actually meant and what its implications were. He 
referred to the definition of the mutual relation of Great Britain and the 
Dominions by the Inter-Imporial Relations Committee of the Imperial 
Conference of 1926 and the fundamental words of the definition : “ They 
are autonomous communities, " and added: “ You may like to consider 
whether it is not rather to the question of autonomy that those who 
ardently desire their country to take its place as an equal among the 
Dominions of the Crown should apply themselves, for I think the question 
of status will then take care of itself. Autonomy of course implies the 
existence of constitution acceptable to the people generally and under 
which they are content to live.” 


Virtues of Patience and Tolerance 


* The time is coming, when, we are told, " Sir Maurice said, " India 
is to construct a constitution for herself. To construct a satisfactory 
and workable constitution is one of the most difficult tasks which men 
can undertake; and it requires certain qualities of the mind not always 
found in combination, but which are held in high honour in all Universities 
and which it should be the peculiar glory of a University education 
to produce : freedom from illusion, the faculty of analysis and the ability 
to see and appreciate the point of view of others.” 


Tt was a task, which, in a word, required hard thinking and hard 
Intellectual effort. Some of the young men who were present there 
on the day, Sir Maurice believed, might find themselves taking part 
in it, in one capacity or another ; and he had no doubt that the lessons 
which they had imbibed in the place and the training which they had 
received there would stand them in good stead and enable them to make 
a notable contribution to the welfare of their country. And those ‘of 
them to whom the privilege of taking any active part in those delibera- 
tions was denied might nevertheless contribute something of value in 
their own sphere. Lastly, he commended to them tho virtues of patience 
and tolerance and that saying which told us that a great city was not 
built in a day.

STATUTES 


His Excellency the Chancellor sanctioned: the amendments of the 
following Statutes (shown in Pamphlets 16 and 17) passed by the Senate 
at their meeting held on the 6th May, 1941 :— 


1. Amendment of Statute 87, page 47 of the Handbook. 


Substitute the following for the existing Statute 87, page 47 of the 
Handbook :— . 


“The members of all Boards of Studies shall, save as otherwise 
provided, be elected every five years at meetings of the Faculties in the 
manner prescribed in Statutes 150 and 171.” 


2. Amendment of Statutes 126 to 175, pages 50 to 61 of thetHandbook. 


Substitute the following Statutes for the existing Statutes 126 to 175, 
pages 50 to 61 of the Handbook, under C—Elections, Chapters X 
to XII. 


Definitions 


Every Professor, Reader and Lecturer giving instruction in any College 
except a Demonstrator, Fellow, Tutor, or a Lecturer in English Composi- 
tion, or a person holding an appointment of a similar character, shall 
be deemed to be a “ Teacher " within the meaning of Sectiogi 3 (A) and 
for all purposes under the Act. [Vide Section 13 (1) Ila (ii) T. 


Except as otherwise expressly provided for, all electionsto the authori- 
ties will be held in accordance with this Chapter. 


In this Chapter unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context— : 
(1) The expression “ elector " with reference to the election of any 
authority means any person or a public association or body entitled to 
vote at such an election. 


(2) The expression “ continuing candidate” means any candidate 
not elected or not excluded from the poll at any given time. 
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(3) The expression “first preference" means the figure “1” 
standing alone opposite the name of a candidate ; “ second preference "' 
means the figure “2” standing alone opposite the name of a candidate 
in succession to the figure “1” ; ** third preference " means the figure 
‘3 ” standing alone opposite the name of a candidate in succession to 
tho figures “1” and “2” ; and so on. 


(4) The expression “ next available preference " means a second or 
subsequent preference recorded in consecutive numerical order for 
a continuing candidate, the preferences next in order on a voting 
paper for candidates already elected or excluded from the poll being 
ignored. 

(5) The expression “transferable paper” means a voting paper 
on which, following the first preference, a second or subsequent 
preference is recorded in consecutive numerical order for a continuing 
candidate. 


(6) The expression ‘‘non-transferable paper” means a voting 
paper on which no second or subsequent preference is recorded for 
& continuing candidate : 


Provided that a paper shall be deemed to have become a non- 
transferable paper whenever— 


(a) the names of two or more candidates (whether continuing or 
not) are marked with the same number, and are next in order of 
preference ; 


or 


(b) the name of the candidate next in order of preference (whether 
continuing or not) is marked— 


(i) by a number not following consecutively after some other 
number on the voting paper ; 


or 
(ii) by two or more numbers ; 


or 


(c) for any other reason it cannot be determined for which of the 
continuing candidates the next available preference of the elector 
is recorded. 


€ 


(7) The expression “ original vote" in regard to any candidate 
means a vote derived from a ballot paper on which a first preference is 
recorded for that candidate. 


(8) The expression “transferred vote ” in regard to any candidate 
means a vote derived from a voting paper on which a second or 
Subsequent preference i8 recorded for that candidate. 

(9) The expression “ surplus " means the number of votes by which 
the total number of the votes, original and transferred, credited to any 
candidate, exceeds the quota, 
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(10) The expression “ count " means— 
(a) all the operations involved in the counting of the first 
preferences recorded for candidates; 


or 


(b) all the operations involved in the transfer of the surplus of 
an elected candidate ; 
or 


(c) all the operations involved in the transfer of the votes of 
an excluded candidate or of two or more candidates excluded 
together. 


Subject to Section 47 of the Act, the Vice-Chancellor shall have the 
power— 
(a) to fix the date of election ; 


(b) to decide in cases of doubt the validity or invalidity of a vote 
recorded. and to declare the results of each election. 


The Vice-Chancellor shall have power to hold elections in anticipation 
of vacancies about to occur by efflux of time. 


Except as otherwise provided for, the Registrar shall be responsible 
for the conduct of all elections. 


' The Registrar shall maintain electoral rolls for all electoral bodies 
entitled to elect members to the authorities of the University showing the 
names and addresses of all persons, public associations or bodies qualified 
to vote. 


The rolls of persons, public associations or bodies entitled to vote 
shall be prepared at least 49 clear days before the date of election. The 
electoral roll of the registered graduates shall be prepared and published 
once every year on the 31st of March. The entire roll of registered 
graduates shall be printed at least once in five years, but every year 
a supplement shall be printed which shall include the names of the 
persons enrolled and the changes notified to the Registrar since the last 
publication of the entire roll. 


The-persons, public associations or bodies, as the case may be, entitled 
to vote at an election to any of the authorities shall be respectively 
the persons or public associations or bodies whose names are entered on 
their respective rolls. 


Before the electoral roll of the registered graduates is revised, copies 
of the old roll shall be kept in all the Colleges from the 1st January till 
the 31st January, and the public shall be informed by notification in the 
newspapers and applications for changes in the roll, if any, should be made 
so as to reach the Registrar before the 31st January. All such applica- 
tions shall be disposed of by the Vice-Chancellor, whose senna) in the 
matter shall be final. 
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The Vice-Chancellor shall have the authority to correct the rolls or 
the annual supplement by adding, altering or omitting names, if any 
omission or wrong entries be brought to his notice at least 21 clear days 
before the date of election. The Vice-Chancellor’s decision in the matter 
shall be final. 


Whenever there is a vacancy in the Senate— 


(a) the notice of election by all constituencies, except the consti- 
tuencies of Registered Graduates and the Faculties, shall be forwarded 
to all electors stating the date fixed as the last day for receiving 
nominations and the date of election. 


The notice of election by the constituency of Registered Graduates 
shall be published in the Bombay Government Gazette and in news- 
papers to be selected by the Syndicate, at least thirty-five clear days 
before the date of the election. 

(b) a list of the nominated candidates, giving in full their names, 
addresses and designations, if any, shall be forwarded to every 

. elector at his registered address and shall also be published in the 
Bombay Government Gazette at least 15 clear days before the date of 
election. 


Subject to the provisions of Section 13 of the Act, any two electors, or 
any two members of a public association or body entitled to vote, may 
nominate a8 a candidate any person by sending to, or delivering at, the 
University Office a nomination paper before 4 o'clock afternoon 21 clear 
days before the date of election. 


Nomination papers shall be in the prescribed form and shall be dated 
and signed by two electors or by two members of the public associations 
or bodies entitled to vote, and where possible, shall contain the names in 
full, addresses and designations, if any, of the two signatories and of the 
candidate nominated. No person shall be nominated asa candidate 
for election unless he signifies his consent on the nomination paper. 
A nomination paper which does not comply with all the formalities 
required by this Statute shall be rejected. 


At any time before the date and hour fixed as the last day and hour 
for the receipt of nominations, it shall be open to a candidate to withdraw 
from an election, provided that the candidate wishing to withdraw, sends 
in to the Registrar so as to reach him before the day and hour fixed 
as aforesaid, an intimation of withdrawal in writing signed: by the 
candidate and attested in the manner prescribed by 8. 144. 

(a) As soon as possible after the last day fixed for the receipt of nomi- 
nations, at a time and place fixed by the Vice-Chancellor, and notified 
in the notice of election, the Vice-Chancellor or any person or persons 
nominated by him shall scrutinize the nominations. The candidate 
or his agent duly authorized by him in writing in this behalf shall be 
entitled to be present at such scrutiny. 

(b) In the case of a dispute or doubt, the Vice-Chancellor shall deter- 
mine whether a person is disqualified under the Statutes or not. 
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If the number of candidates nominated does not exceed the number 
of vacancies to be filled, the candidates so nominated shall be declared to 
have been elected. 


Where the election 18 held by post the Registrar shall send to each 
elector at his registered address (a) a voting paper bearing the name of the 
constituency, (b) a smaller cover bearing the name of this constituency 
and (o) a bigger cover on which are printed, on the left half, the number of 
the elector and the name of the constituency and a form of the certificate 
of identity, and on the right half, the words: ''To the Registrar, 
University of Bombay." The voter shall enclose the voting paper, 
duly filled in but without the name or the signature of the voter, in the 
smaller cover, and enclose this again in the bigger cover, sign the 
certificate of identity on it, get his signature attested if any attestation 
be required, and send it to the Registrar so as to reach the University 
Office before the time announced for the election. 


(a) The certificate of identity required by Statute 143 shall be signed 
by the elector or the President of the public association or the body 
entitled to vote, in the presence of and shall be attested by a Magistrate, 
a Justice of the Peace, a Gazetted Officer of Government, a member of 
the Senate of the University of Bombay for the time being, the Principal 
of an affiliated College, the head of a recognized High School, or a Teacher 
as defined by Statute 126. 


(b) In Indian States the certificate of identity may also be attested by 
the Chief Judge or the Karbhari or by an Officer in the Political Depart- 
ment in the British Service not lower in rank than a Thanadar exercising 
Magisterial powers or by a Magistrate of an Indian State whose signature 
should be authenticated by the countersignature of any of the above- 
mentioned authorities. 


An elector who has not received his voting paper and other connected 
papers sent by post or whose papers, before they are returned to the 
Registrar, have been lost or spoilt in such manner that they cannot be 
conveniently used, on his transmitting to the Registrar a declaration to 
that effect signed by himself, may require the Registrar to send him 
new papers in place of those not received, spoilt or lost; and if the papers 
have been spoilt, the spoilt papers shall be returned to the Registrar 
who shall cancel them on receipt. In every case when new papers are 
issued, a mark shall be placed against the number of the elector’s name 
in the Register to denote that new papers have been issued in place of 
those not received, spoilt or lost.

(1) Each elector shall have one transferable vote. 
(2) An elector in recording his vote— 
(a) must place on his voting paper the figure 1 opposite the name 
of the candidate for whom he votes ; and 
(b) may in addition indicate the order of his choice or preference 
for as many other candidates as he pleases by placing against their 
respective names the figures 2, 3, 4, 5 and so on, in consecutive numerical 
order. 
A voting paper is invalid if— : 
(a) the figure 1 standing alone, indicating a first preference, is not 
placed ; 
or 
(b) the figure 1 standing alone, indicating a first preference, ia 
placed opposite the name of more than one candidate ; 
or NES 
(c) the figure 1 standing alone, indicating a first preference, and 
some other figures are placed opposite the name of the same 
candidate ; 
or 
(d) it cannot be determined for which candidate the first preference 
of the voter is recorded ; 
or 
(e) in an election by ballot any mark is placed by the voter by 
which he may afterwards be identified ; 
or 


(f) there is any erasure or alteration in the figures indicating the 
voter’s preference. 
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The folowing shall be the procedure for the recording of votes by 
ballot :— 


(1) The Syndicate shall provide a polling centre and appoint an 
election officer in each town or city where there is College and gt such 
other places as the Vice-Chancellor may fix. 


(2) The election officer shall keep order at the polling station. 
No person other than a voter shall be permitted to enter the polling 
station. 

(3) No voter shall be allowed to enter the polling station for. 
recording. his vote after the expiry of the period fixed for the 


purpose. 

(4) Each polling station shall have such number of compartments 
88 the election officer thinks necessary to enable each voter to record 
his vote, sereened from observation. 


(5) Immediately before the polling commences, the election officer 
shall show to the persons present at the Station that the ballot box 
is empty and shall then lock and seal it for use. 


(60) Immediately before the ballot paper is issued to a voter, the 
number of the voter entered on the counterfoil shall be signed by the 
voter, and & mark shall be placed by the issuing officer in his copy of 
the electoral roll against the number of the voter. 


(7) The voter on receiving the ballot paper shall forthwith proceed 
to one of the compartments, where he shall mark and put his paper 
into the ballot box. 


(8) Every voter shall vote without undue delay, and shall quit the 
polling station as soon as he has put his ballot paper into the ballot 
box. 

(9) If a voter spoils his ballot paper inadvertently, he may be given 
another, and the spoilt paper and its counterfoil shall be cancelled 
by the election officer. 


(a) In all cases where elections are held at a meeting of any of the 
authorities, the notice of the meeting at which the election is to be held 
shal] be sent to the members at least 15 clear days before the date of 
the meeting. Nominations shall be sent to the Registrar so as to reach 
him at least seven clear days before the day of the meeting, and the ` 
Registrar shall send a list of such nominations to the members of the 
authority concerned at least four clear days before the day of the 
meeting. 

(b) Each nomination shall be in E and shall be dated and signed 
by two menibers of the authority. 

(c) No person shall be nominated as a candidate for election unless 
he signifies his consent on the nomination paper. 

(d) A candidate thus nominated for election may withdraw his candi- 
dature at any time before the poll is taken at the meeting, either 
personally or by writing & letter addressed and sent to the Registrar 
so as to reach him before the hour fixed for the meeting. 
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All voting papers shall be scrutinized by the Registrar and such other 
person or persons as may be nominated by the Vice-Chancellor. 


After the voting papers for an electoral body have been counted, the 
Registrar shall examine the voting papers and shall sort them into parcels 
according to the first, preferences recorded for each candidate, rejecting 
voting papers that are invalid. 


The Registrar shall then count the number of papers in each parcel 
and shall credit each candidate with a number of votes equal to the 
number of valid papers on which a first preference has been recorded 
for such candidate and he shall ascertain the total number of valid 
papers. 


The Registrar shall then divide the total number of valid papers by 
& number exceeding by one, the number of vacancies to be filled. The 
result increased by one (any fractional remainder being disregarded) 
shallbe the number of votes sufficient to secure the election of 
a candidate. This number is hereinafter called the “ quota.” 


If, at the end of any count, the number of votes credited to 
& candidate is equal to or greater than the quota, that candidate 
Shall thereupon be elected. 


(1) If, at the end of any count, the number of votes credited to 
a candidate is greater than the quota, the surplus shall be transferred, 
as in this Statute provided, to the continuing candidates for whom the 
next available preferences have been recorded on the voting papers in 
the parcel or sub-parcel last received by the elected candidate. 


(2) (a) If more than one candidate has a surplus, the largest surplus 
shall be first dealt with. 


(b) If two or more candidates have each an equal surplus, the surplus 
of the candidate with the greatest number of votes at the first count at 
which the candidates in question have an unequal number of votes shall 
be first dealt with. When the numbers of votes credited to such 
candidates are equal at all counts, the Registrar shall determine by lot 
which surplus he will first deal with. 


(3) The Registrar need not transfer a surplus when that surplus 
together with any other surplus not transferred, is less than tho

(a) between the votes of the candidate lowest on the poll and the 
votes of the next highest candidate ; 


or 


(b) between the total of the votes of the two or more candidates 
lowest on the poll and the votes of the next highest candidate, provided 
that the exclusion from the poll of the aforesaid two or more 
candidates lowest on the poll shall not reduce the number of continuing 
candidates below the number of vacancies remaining to be filled.

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(1) Whenever any transfer is made, each sub-parcel of papers trans- 
ferred shall be placed on the top of the parcel, if any, of papers of the 
candidate to whom the transfer is made and that candidate shall be 
credited with a number of votes equal to the number of papers trans- 
ferred to him. 
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(4) (a) If the votes credited to an elected candidate consist of original 


—contd. votes only, the Registrar shall examine all the papers contained in the 
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(2) Non-transferable papers (except such as in the transfer of a 
surplus may be required for the quota of the elected candidate) shall 
be set aside as a separate parcel together with any parcel of non-trans- 
ferable papers already set aside. 

(3) On the transfer of the surplus of an elected candidate, all papers 
not transferred to continuing candidates and not set aside as provided 
in the preceding paragraph, shall be placed together in one parcel as the 
quota of the elected candidate and the parcel shall be marked with the 
name of the elected candidate. 


_ After the scrutiny is completed, the Registrar shall forthwith report 
to the Vice-Chancellor the result of the scrutiny. 


On the result of the election being reported as aforesaid, the results 
of the scrutiny, showing for each candidate the number of first votes 
obtained and the successive additions to or subtractions from the number 
till the candidate was excluded or elected, shall be published by the 
Registrar and the voting papers shall be destroyed. 


The names of the elected candidates shall be published in the Bombay 
Government Gazette. 

(a) If any candidate is elected to the Senate by more than one consti- 
tuency, he shall, by notice in writing, signed by him and delivered to 
the Registrar of the University within 15 days of the publication in the 
Gazette of the result of the last of such elections, choose which of these 
constituencies he shall represent, and such choice shall be conclusive. 

(b) If the candidate does not make the choice referred to herein within 
the specified period of time, the Vice-Chancellor shall decide which 
constituency he will represent and his decision shall be final. 

(c) When any such choice has been made by the candidate or a 
decision given by the Vice-Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor shall direct 
the Registrar to take steps for holding an election in the constituency 
in which a vacancy has occurred by reason of such choice. 


Chapter XI. (i) Elections to the Senate 


[Under Section, 33 (2) (c) of the Act] 


Except as otherwise expressly provided for, all elections to the Senate 
shall be held in accordance with this Chapter. 

(a) Elections to the Senate under Section 13 (IT) (A) (1), (ii), (iv) (B, 
(g), (b), (i); (J), (£), (D), (m), (n), (o) and (v) shall be conducted by issuing 
of voting papers by post i in the manner prescribed in Statute 143. 

(b) Eicctions to the Senate by the Faculties under Section 13 (II) (A) 
(vi) shall be held at meetings of the Faculties in the manner prescribed 
in Statutes 150 and 171. 

(c) Elections to the Senate by University Teachers and Teachers, 
including Principals, under Section (13) (IT) (A) (ii) shall be held by ballot 
in the manner prescribed in Statute 149, 
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(ii) Election of Fellows by Public Associations and Bodies 


The Registrar shall notify to the several public associations and bodies 
referred to in Section 13 (IT) (A) (iv) (a), (b), (c), (d), (e) and (vii) of the 
Act, requesting them to elect their representative to be a Fellow of the 
University. Such election shall be held by the respective associations 
and bodies as soon as practicable under rules to be made by them in 
this behalf, provided that such elections shall be held only at a meeting 
of the association or body duly convened after the list of nominations has 
been duly circulated to the members of such association or body. On 
the election being held, the said associations and bodies shall each of 
them make a return to the University intimating the names, degrees and 
addresses of the persons so elected by them, signed by the Chairman of 
the association or body. 


(ii) Election of Ordinary Fellows by Faculties 


The Faculties hereinafter mentioned will be entitled to elect the number 
of Ordinary Fellows respectively set against their names :~~

All the members of the Faculty shall be entitled to vote at this election 
and shall be the only persons entitled to vote. 


(iv) Donor-Fellows 


[Under Section 13 II (C) and (D) of the Act] 


The University will maintain a list of persons entitled to serve as 
Fellows of the University under Clause II (C) of Section 13 of the Act. 
The Registrar shall notify to the person so entitled requesting him to 
intimate to the University whether he intends to serve as a Fellow of the 
University and on receipt of such intimation by the Registrar, the person 
so entitled shall be a Fellow of the University for life. 

The Registrar shall notify the body or bodies referred to in Section 13 
(II) (D) of the Act, requesting them to intimate to the University, within 
35 days of the receipt of such notification from the Registrar, the names, 
degrees and addresses of their nominees to serve as Fellows of the 
University, and on receipt of such intimation by the Registrar, the person 
80 nominated shall be a Fellow of the University for a period of 
five years. 
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Chapter XII. Election to Authorities other than the Senate 
[Under Section 33 (2) (c) of the Act] 


All elections under this chapter shall be by ballot, and according to the 
system of proportional representation by means of the single transferable 
vote, the manner of recording and counting the votes being aslaid down in 
Statutes 128 and 147-160, inclusive. Ballot papers with the names of 
the persons nominated printed thereon will be furnished at the meetings 
held for the purpose of making the election. The scrutiny shall be 
conducted by the Registrar and four scrutineers to be selected by the 
Chairman of the meeting from among those present at the meeting. 


Elections to the Syndicate under S. 20 (1) (d) shall be held at meetings 
of the Academic Council and those under S. 20 (1) (e) shall be held at 
meetings of the Senate. 


Elections to the Academic Council by the Senate under S. 22 (iv) and 
(vi) shall be held at meetings of the Senate and those by the Boards of 
Studies under S. 22 (v) shall be held at meetings of the respective Boards. 
Elections to the Academic Council under S. 22 (iii) shall be held by ballot, 
the Professors and whole-time University Teachers being required to 
deposit their voting papers personally in a ballot box placed in the 
University Registrar's office. i 


Elections to the Board of Post-graduate Studies under S. 25 (1) (ii) 
shall be held at meetings of the Syndicate and those under 8. 25 (1) (iii) 
and (iv) shall be held at meetings of the Academic Council.

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University and Inter-University Sports 


Re-affiliation of the University to the W. I. Football Association 


The University has been, re-affiliated to the Western India Football 
Association on the following conditions :— 


1. Al communications between the Association and the 
constituent Colleges should be through the University Registrar. 


2. Questions of discipline as between one affiliated College and 
another or between students and members of the staffs of the Colleges 
should be inquired into by the University authorities and their 
decision, communicated to the Association. 


3. All Inter-Collegiate Tournaments shall be exclusively the 
concern, of the University. Matters of dispute arising from these 
fixtures may be decided by the University authorities, in consultation, 
whenever necessary, with a representative tobe deputed by the 
Association at the request of the University Committee concerned. 


4. Inter-Collegiate Tournaments may be fixed by the University 
Committee so as to avoid, as far as possible, any clash of fixtures. 


5. Where a College is independently affiliated to the Association 
any dispute between that College and outside bodies may be subject 
to the control of the Association. 


Cricket Matches 


A one-and-a-half-day match between the Cricket Club of India and 
a team representative of the Bombay Colleges was played on September 
18 and 14 at the Brabourne Stadium, resulting in victory of the latter.. 


The following dates have been fixed for the current year's 
Inter-Collegiate Tournament in Bombay for the Sir Ibrahim Rahimtoola 
Cup: November 17 and 18, First Round ; November 20 and 21, Second 
Round; November 25 and 26, Third Round. "Thereafter the finals will 
be played. 


Rule 12 relating to the Northcote Shield Tournament Cricket 
Competition has been modified to read as under :— 

“In Group A and Section I of Group B matches shall be played on 
grass wickets, unless both sides agree otherwise. In Section II of 
Group B and Group C matches shall be played on matting, unless both 
sides agree otherwise, provided, however, that the final match in 
Group B shall always be played on grass wickets, unless both sides 
agree otherwise .” 
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Inter-Collegrate Sports 


At Bombay, the St. Xavier's College won the championship in the 
Inter-Collegiate Football Tournament, and the Elphinstone College 
in the Inter-Collegiate Badminton Tournament. 


In Sind, the D. J. Sind College, Karachi, won the championship for 
the tenth vear in succession, in the Inter-Collegiate Sports, held at 
Shikarpur. 


The Fifteenth Annual Bombay Inter-Collegiate Athletic Sports will be 
held at the Western India Football Association Ground. Cooperage, 
on December 6, 


Inter-Group Sports and Tennis 


The next Inter-Group University Sports and Tenms Tournament will 
be held at Hyderabad (Sind) in the week December 15 to 20, and the 
events for competition will be the same as those of the last year with the 
addition of: (1) Discus Throw and (2) 800 metres Run. 


Inter-University Cricket 


The Inter-University Sports Board have accepted the conditions 
suggested by the Board of Control for Cricket in India for the running 
of the Inter-University Cricket Championship, for the Rohinton Baria 
Trophy. It will be recalled that the Board of Control have been running 
this championship from 1935. The Inter-University Board will run it 
hereafter. The Board of Control have given an assurance that they 
would render all possible assistance towards the successful running of the 
competition. 


Inter-University Aquatics 


The Inter-University Board have decided to hold an Inter-University 
Tournament in, Aquatics for the first time and the Allahabad University 
is organising it. The dates fixed for the tournament are November 3 to 
9. the finals to be held on November 8 and 9. 


The swunming events will include free style—100, 200 and 400 metres 
in tank, and 800 and 1.500 metres in the river, back stroke—100 and 200 
metres, breast stroke—200 and 400 metres, medley relay race and 100 
metres straight relay race. There will also be water polo matches. 


This University has decided not to participate in the abovementioned 
Tovrnament in Aquatics as also in the Inter-University Football 
Tournament. 
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‘Lapsed and Supplementary Grants 


The Senate considered and sanctioned the following: (A) renewal of 
lapsed balances of certain grants sanctioned by the Senate for the year 
1940-41 and (B) Supplementary Grants, brought before them by the 
Syndicate, at their meeting held on August 20 :— 


(A) Renewal of Lapsed Grants 


` (1) Ra. 5,267 by way of renewal of the lapsed balance of a grant of 
Rs. 10,005, for purchase of special apparatus for the University 
Department of Chemical Technology. 


(Note.—Out of the amount sanctioned by the Senate, Rs. 2,238 were 
actually spent under the “ special apparatus " account. The Head of the 
Department of the Chemical Technology stated that he did not want 
a renewal of the grant to the extent of Rs. 2,500 as no manufacturer had 
been in & position to tender for the high pressure equipment for which 
the sum was sanctioned. 'The Senate were, therefore, approached for 
the renewal only of the unspent balance of Rs. 5,267 which would be 
required to pay for apparatus already ordered, but which had not yet 
arrived.) 


(2) Rs. 4,000 by way of renewal of the lapsed balance of a grant of 
Rs, 7,000 for the purchase, preparation and printing of the Khatkhatay 
Collection, of Arabic, Persian and Urdu Manuscripts in the University 
Library. 


(Note.— Out of the total grant of Rs. 7,000, Rs. 3,000 were paid in the 
last financial year towards the purchase of the collection. The work 
of preparation and printing is still to be done, and the balance had to be 
carried over to the current year to cover the expenses of the preparation 
and printing of the catalogue.) ` 


(3) Rs. 1,200 by way of renewal of the lapsed balance of a grant of 
Rs. 6,000 for the Library of the Department of Chemical Technology. 


(Note.—The books were ordered, but did not arrive in Bombay before 
the close of the financial year owing to the shipping difficulties occasioned 
by the war.) 


(4) Ra. 1,187 by way of renewal of the lapsed balance of the grant for 
purchase of machinery and other equipment charges under capital 
expenditure for the University Department of Chemical Technology. 


(Note.—The sum of Rs. 1,137 could not be utilized as the equipment 
for which the sum was earmarked was re-exported to England for 
rectifying certain defects.) 
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(5) Rs. 975 by way of renewal of the lapsed balance of a grant of 
Rs. 10,000 for contribution for research work. 


(Note.—Some of the professors who were awarded research grants late 
could not submit in time their statements of account in respect of the 
first instalment granted to them. Moreover, they could not get necessary 
materials in time for the research work undertaken by them.) 


(6) Rs. 626 by way of renewal of the lapsed grant for the preparation 
of & catalogue of Sanskrit Manuscripts for the University Library. 


(Note.—The catalogue of Sanskrit Manuscripts prepared by Professor 
Devasthali is being printed. As payment of Rs. 625 is to be made to 
him after the printing of the catalogue is complete, the Senate was 
approached for renewal of the grant.) 


(7) Rs. 150 by way of renewal of the lapsed balance of Rs. 7,000 for 
research studentships. 


(Note.—One of the research students did not prefer his bill for two 
months before the close of the financial year.) 


(B) Supplementary Grants 


(8) A supplementary grant of Rs. 5,578-2-0 being the expenditure to 
be incurred by the University during the year 1941-42 in connection with 
the proposed appointment of three additional lecturers in the 
Departments of Economics and Sociology.

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Courses of Training 


Police Traming 


The next course of training for Gujarati and Marathi candidates for 
appointment as Sub-Inspectors of Police in the Province of Bombay will 
commence at the Central Police Training School, Nasik, on January 3, 
1942. For conditions of eligibility, method of application and selection, 
etc., applications may be sent to the Inspector General of Police, Poona, 


Pilots for the Aw Force 


The Indian Gliding Association Ltd. is considering the starting of 
training pilots for the Indian Air Force. The students will be trained 
at Poona and the period of training will be between 4 to 6 weeks. 


The object of training in gliding and soaring is to make the students 
air minded and to shorten the period of training for the Air Force if any 
of the gliding pilots should decide subsequently to join the Air 
Force.

Student Nurses’ Training 


The Government of Bombay have approved a scheme for the training 
of student nurses by the G. T. Hospital Nursing Association at the 
G. T. Hospital, Bombay. A non-recurring grant of Rs. 5,445 has been 
sanctioned for starting the training school. 


Junior Boys’ Training in Navy 


The Flag Officer Commanding, Royal Indian Navy, will shortly select 
about 100 Indian lads for recruitment to a new Junior Boys’ Training 
Establishment. This new school, which will be known as H.M.I.S. 
* Dilawar,” will be opened on January 1, 1942, at China Creek, Karachi. 


Tt will receive boys between the ages of 14 and 104 years and will give 
them 11 months’ training, followed by a month's leave. At the end of 
this leave the boys will join H.M.LS. “ Bahadur” where they will 
complete the remaining two years of their training period. 


The Junior Boys’ Training Establishment will aim at giving boys 
grounding in English and Mathematics and physical training by means 
of organised games, watermanship and the like. As with the rest of the 
Royal Indian Navy, the new school will be open to all classes and 
creeds. 
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It is understood that the Headmaster Lieutenant, H.M.I.S. 
“ Dilawar,” c/o Naval Office, Karachi, will be responsible for recruitment 
to the new School, and applications for full particulars may be 
forwarded to him. 


Indian Military Academy 


The method of recruitment for both civilian and Army entrants to the 
Indian, Military Academy, Dehra Dun, will now be by interview and 
selection. The regulations regarding admission to the Academy have 
been, suspended for the duration of the war and for such longer period as 
may be considered necessary by the Government of India. 


The terms of service, pay and allowances of all cade*s will be the same 
as those announced for officers granted emergency commissions in 
His Majesty’s Indian Land Forces. The length of courses at the Academy 
will vary from 5 to 12 months, according to the age of the cadet and the 
arm of the service for which he is intended. 


* Roof-Spotting " Training Scheme 


The Government of India have arranged for the training of instructors 
of “ roof-spotting.” Roof-spotters are the observers who are stationed 
on the roofs of vital factories and important offices to give warning of 
the approach of enemy aircraft. 


The employment of these “roof-spotters” enables essential 
production and office work to be continued even after the preliminary 
warning of an air raid has been, received, until the factory or office is in 
imminent danger of being bombed. Their function is to warn 
the occupants of the building of the approach of hostile aircraft 
in sufficient time to enable them to take shelter before the attack takes 
place. 


Superior Forest Services Training 


The Indian Forest College trains students in the Superior Forest 
Services of the various Provinces and States of India, and is housed in 
the Forest Research Institute building at Dehra Dun. The museums, 
laboratories, workshops, libraries, etc., of the Forest Research Institute 
form an important part of the College and are available for consultation 
and use by the students. 


This College is quite distinct from the old Imperial Forest College at 
Dehra Dun, which continues under its new name of “Indian 
Forest Ranger College " to train ranger students. The Indian Forest 
College takes the place of the Forest Schools at Oxford, Cambridge and 
Edinburgh so far as the training of Officers for the Indian Superior 
Services 18 concerned. 

Only students with high educational qualifications and excellent 
health and moral character, who are assured gazetted appointments on 
their successfully completing the course, are admitted to the College 
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and their training expenses are mostly borne by the Provincial 
Governments or the States concerned. 


The course of studies, which extends over two years, comprises both 
theoretical and practical training. Tours, which occupy uearly one 
half of the available time, are arranged in selected areas in various parts 
of India. During these tours, the students not only study the forests 
and their silviculture and management but are also required to 
do cleanings and thinnings, nursery and plantation work with their own 
hands. f 


Exploitation Engineering and Utilisation are also studied on tours 
including extraction by elephants, gravity and mechanical tramways, 
ropeways and skidders, floating and rafting. Large commercial saw- 
mills, railway carriage and wagon workshops and paper, resin and 
match factories are also visited and studied. Further and detailed 
information about the Course, etc., may be obtained directly from the 
Indian Forest College, Dehra Dun. 


Education of the Blind 


Indian students will now have the opportunity of prosecuting higher 
studies and practical training in the field of education of the visually 
handicapped in certain Universities and Colleges in England and 
America. Scholars, who will be selected for such higher studies will, 
in each case, receive a stipend of Rs. 4,000 annually from the 
University concerned.

But the students so admitted, shall 
not be called to the Bar without having made such personal attendance 
and study in this country as may be satisfactory to the benchers of their 
respective Inns. The period of personal attendance and prescribed 
study will be decided by each Inn of Court on the merits of the 
particular case.

approved. But the Secretary of the Council of Legal Education will be *,- 


prepared to write direct to candi ates, as soon as possible after ' 
notification of their application for admission, to give such advice and 
help as they may need regarding the necessary studies in preparation 
for the first Bar Examination.

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Indian Military Academy Examination 
March-April 1941 


Ezairacts from the Report of the Interview and Record Board 


The quality of the candidates appeared to those members of the . 
Board who have served on previous occasions to be below the average 
which normally appears for this examination. Not a single candidate 
appeared so outstanding as immediately to receive full marks and only 
nine candidates in all received 450 marks or upwards, quite a number of 
whom would, on the higher standard of previous competitions, probably 
have been marked between, 400 and 450 only. 


On this occasion only 33 per cent. were disqualified, but there are 
a number of weaker candidates who might have been debarred altogether 

_ in stronger years, and no less than 66 per cent. of the total entry must be 
* considered either of very mediocre quality or definitely unsuitable. As 

. usual a number of candidates appeared almost without any educational 
qualifications whatever and entirely without any knowledge of the army, 
attracted merely by the advertisement that both the examination and 
the subsequent training at the Indian Military Academy could be 
undertaken free of charge. ` 


It is for consideration whether some fee should not now be 
reintroduced, if only to enable the Federal Public Service Commission 
to know beforehand how many candidates intend to present themselves 
at the examination, a fact which can only be known at present after 
the examination has begun.

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The Technical Arms Wing attracted 40 candidates in all, of whom 
33 appeared for the C. & I. Wing also. Out of the 23 candidates, how- 
ever, who obtained 400 marks or over at interview, only 8 were entered 
for the Technical Arms Wing, of whom 2 were candidates also for the 
C. & J: Wing in addition. It was very apparent, however, that a large 
number of candidates had no idea of the branches of the army comprised 
in the technical arms and many candidates had expressed a preference 
for this wing in the belief that they might be posted to mechanised units. 
It ‘hould be made clear that the technical arms comprise the Royal 
Engineers, the Royal Artillery and the Royal Corps of Signals and that 
candidates desiring commissions in the mechanised cavalry should 
compete for entry to the C. & I. Wing. 


It appears to the Board once more that candidates had in-many cases 
not obtained the full benefit which they might have done from their 
U. T. C. or A. F. I. training. The “ spotting " of promising candidates 
should, in the Board's opinion. be a definite duty of Adjutants of these 
Units. It should not be difficult to discover which members of such 
Units have a desire to’ prepare themselves for lectures, visits to 
neighbouring regular units and possibly by arrangements for attachments 
of promising candidates to regular units during vacation to give 
candidates a far better chance of obtaining an insight into what army life 
really means than they have at present. 


Many science candidates again complained of the difficulty of com- 
bining their practical training with work in the U. T. C. The Board 
understand that most Universities have taken steps to provide new or 
better facilities for science students in the matter of U. T. C. training, 
but from the replies made to them by candidates the Board believe that 
a good deal still remains to be done in this direction: 


A number of candidates of athletic distinction also found it difficult 
to reconcile the conflicting claims of their games, which the University 
authorities not unnaturally encourage, with the claims of U. T. C. 


traming. 
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The Board were much impressed by the dearth of candidates with any 
real knowledge of the country side. Most candidates appearing might 
be described as town candidates and it was astonishing how little contact 
the great majority had had with country folk. It would not be going too 
far to say that a number of candidates even had a tendency to look down 
on such country folk. Only a very small minority seemed to realise 
that the vast majority of the men whom they aspire to command and 
without a thorough understanding of whom they can never make really 
suitable officers, come from the country classes. 


Às on previous occasions candidates appearing for this examination 
are desirous of making the army their career in life and not merely of 
serving during the present emergency.

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Medical Examination of Students of 
the Different Colleges 


Annual Report for 1940-41 


This year’s report contains the heslth condition of the students of 37 
Colleges as against 29 Colleges examined last year. 


Out of a total number of 21,713, actually due for the examination, the 
number of students, who were examined this year, was 20,520, as 
compared to 16,953 last year. The number of ady studen s examined 
this year was 2,940 as compared to 2,109 last year. Only one colege 
did not send at least 80 per cent. of its students for this examination, 
Most of them sent more than 90 per cent. 


The standard of classification remains the same, tiz., for A class, the 
chest measurements should be half the height in inches plus one at full 
inspiration and the weight four times the number of inches above 5 feet 
to be taken in lbs. plus 100. This standard is of course applicable to 
students between 16 and 24 years of age. A sightly modified standard 
has been adopted for lady students. 


This year it is found that 10,946 students suffer from poor chest 
measurements and 11,755 students have poor weights as taken by the 
above standard. Only 1,147 students suffered from Obet: The 
highest weight recorded by & student was 278 lbs. 


Nearly 7,909 students suffer from defective eyesight of whom 4,776, 
4,¢., 60 per cent., are either without any glasses or are wearing glasses 
which do not bring their vision to normal. This state of affairs needs 
improvement as much as possible. Lady students seem very reluctant 
to wear glasses. It will need a great persuasion from the Principals 
to make them wear correct glasses at least when they are doing their 
college studies. 


4,497 students seamed to have some abnormality as regards their Nose, 
Ear or Throat. Not all of them notice any illness due to these defects. 
Only about 10 per cent. complain of deafness, sore throat or difficulty 
in breathing, Cases where the students have taken advice and have 
had operations for the cure of defects were found to be common. 


Nearly 2,524 students needed dental attention. The proportion of 
these cases in Baroda College was rather high—25 per cent. as compared 
to 9 to 10 per cent. in most of the other Colleges in the Presidency. In 
Hyderabad the pendulum swings in the other direction, hardly 1 percent, 
of students have any dental defects, whereas in Karachi it is 10 to 
12 per cent. as in all other Colleges.

1,922 male students were found to be ignorant about genital 
cleanliness. This i ignorance on the part of boys of the Colleges in Bombay 
Province is mainly because of the parents tabooing any explanation on 
this subject scientifically.’

It is 
proposed to have Hyderabad (Sind) as Headquarters for the proposed 
University which will have twenty Madrassas in various districts.

Taj Mahal Hotel on August 23. Lady Rama Rau made a fervent plea 
to the graduates for justice and equality in their relations with others, 
and asked each of them to devote some part of her time daily for the- 
benefit of the down-trodden in India. 


New Commerce Graduates 


Under the auspices of the Commerce Graduates' Association a tea-party 
was arranged in honour of the new commerce graduates on August 
20 at Tambe's Restaurant, when Mr. P. C. Hansotia, Chairman of 
the Association, and Professor 8. G. Panandikar addressed them 
on the need of their working in co-operation with the Association.

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and Indian Economy ” at Green's Restaurant on August 21. Dewan 
Bahadur Hiralal L. Kaji, presided. — ET 


Hindustam Education 


The Government of Bombay have approved the proposals made by 
the Provincial Board for Education in Hindustani and have empowered 
the Hindustani Shikshak Vidyalayas recognised by them to send, until 
1943, eligible pupil-teachers from the Primary Training Institutes run 
or recognised by the Government for the Hindustani Shikshak Sanad 
Examination even though they might not have kept terms at these 
Vidyalayas. 


Government Drawing and Art Examinations 


‘The Government of Bombay have directed that the Board of 
Examiners for the Government Drawing and Art Examinations should 
consist of the Director of the Sir J. J. School of Art as its ex-officio 
Chairman, the Superintendent, Higher Art Examination Centre and 
Exeminers—internal and external—appointed for painting and 
architectural examinations. The internal examiners will be the heads 
of sections of the School of Art, the Inspector of drawing and craft work 
and professors of architecture, while the external examiners will be 
appointed from among private artists end sculptors and architects. 


Students’ Co-operative Socteties 


The Government of Bombay have approved a proposal to permit 
students’ co-operative societies in recognised schools to use the word 
gs co-operative ” in their nomenclature. 


Physical Education an Schools 


Schools in Bombay Province do not seem to be taking full advantage 
of the facilities afforded by Government for training in physical 
education at the Training Institute for Physical Education at Kandivli. 
The majority of secondary schools have not yet a Kandivli Diploma 
holder on the teaching staff. Others rest content with having one such 
teacher and others with deputing teachers for the short term courses in 
physical education. 


The Government of Bombay view with grave concern the failure 
of the schools to make adequate and: satisfactory arrangements for 
physical instruction and the schools ha'e! een notified that Govern. 
ment will be reluctantly compelled to withhold the physica! eduoation 
grant and reduce the amount of the general educational grant 
otherwise admissible to schools » hich do not send teachers for training 
to the Training Institute for Physical Education at Kandivli. 
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Recognition to Gymnastic Institute 


The Government of Bombay have recognised on, certain conditions 
the certificates of proficiency granted by the Sir Dinshaw Maneckjee 
Petit Gymnastic Institution, Bombay, for the purpose of appointment 
of their holders as experts in particular physical activities on the 
physical education staff of schools in the Province. 


Commitee on Physical Condition of School Children 


A joint committee has been constituted to report on methods for the 
improvement of the physical condition of school children. The 
Committee will meet in New Delhi in the first week of November. 
Its members include the Director-General of the I.M.S., Public Health 
Commissioner to the Government of India. Col. Paton, Surgeon-General, 
Bengal, Rai Bahadur Dr. A. C. Banerjee, Director of Public Health, 
United Provinces, Education Commissioner to the Government of India, 
Mr. S. N. Moos, Director of Public Instruction, Bombey, Dr. W. A. 
Jenkins and Mr. Lakshmi Kant Maitra, M.L.A. (Central). 


Literacy Campaign in Bombay 


For the new session of the campaign which commenced from October 
400 literacy classes for all the languages were opened. 


Government Grants for Village Inbrarves 

The Government of Bombay have issued rules for the registration of 
and grant-in-aid to village libraries and reading rooms under the Adult 
Education, Scheme. Private persons, village panchayats, sanitary 
committees, village uplift associations, co-operative societies of a body 
or 2n association desirous of conducting a village library in a local area 
may apply in the prescribed form, to the Deputy Educational Inspector 
of the district for registration. 


Status of S. T. C. Teachers 


The Bombay Provincial Secondary Teachers’ Federation and later 
the Bombay North and Suburban Secondary Teachers’ Association 
sent representations to the Secretary, Education Department of the 
Government of Bombay, to consider the question of treating the S. T. C. 
Teachers as trained and to restore the status of a trained teacher to all 
8. T. C. Teachers who passed their S. T. C. Examination before 1935. 
The Director of Public Instruction informed them that so far as he knew, 
S. T. C. Teachers were always regarded as qualified and not trained. 


Bombay Primary School Teachers 


The Government of Bombay have approved revised soales of pay for 
primary school teachers in the Province. They embody the recommen- 
dations of the Moos-Paranjpe Committee appointed two years 
ago. Government have also accepted the recommendations of the 
More Committee regarding the training of primary teachers by which 
further facilities are provided for their training. 
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“ Lighthouse for the Blind ” 


À new Institution, the Lighthouse for the Blind, has been founded in 
Calcutta to ameliorate the conditions of the adult blind through education 
and employment. It has been started at the initiative of the visually 
handicapped scholar of the Calcutta University, Mr. Subodh Chandra 
Roy, who is the Professor of Education of the Blind at the same 
University. The Right Honourable Lord Sinha is its President. 


Braille System—Question of Creating a Uniform Code 


In order to examine the question of introducing a uniform Braille code 
(system of embossing which the blind read with fingers) in India the 
Central Board of Education have decided to appoint a committee of 
experts in the education of the blind. Mr. S. C. Roy has been selected 
as one of the members of the committee. The organisers of the “ Light- 
house for the Blind” are taking an active interest in the matter by 
adopting a uniform Braille syatem in India. They have since 
undertaken to import a Braille printing press to print literature for the 
blind. 


Appoiniments in Municipalities 


The Government of Bombay have advised all municipalities that 
in making appointments to their clerical establishments, a fair proportion 
of intermediate and backward class members should be recruited. 


Emergency Commissions 


The age limits for applicants for Emergency Commissions in His 
Majesty’s Indian Land Forces have been revised as follows :— 


Non-Technical : Indian Artillery, Cavalry, Infantry, R. I. A. S. C. 
(general duties), 18 (must have passed the 18th pee to 35 (must 
not have reached the 36th birthday). 


Technical : Indian Army Ordnance Corps, O.M.E., 18 to 40 ; Indian 
Army Ordnance Corps (General Duty), 18 to 40.; Corps of Indian. 
Engineers, 18 to 35 ; Corps of Indian Signals, 18 to 35; R. I. A. S. C. 
(M. T. Branch), 18 to 85 ; R. T. A. 8. C. (Supply Branch) 18 to 35. 


Recruitment to 1.M.S. 


The Working Committee of the Indian Medical Association has 
expressed the opinion that while the machinery devised for future 
reoruitment to emergency commissions in the Indian Medical Service 
and the terms and conditions offered to new entrants seem to be an, 
improvement to some extent over those existing at present, it was 
regrettable that the Simla Recruitment Conference did not come to 
a decision, regarding the vital question, of abolition, of the civil side of the 
Indian Medical Service. 
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The Working Committee sees no reason why the civil side of the Indian 
Medical Service cannot be abolished forthwith, nor why allthe European 
officers of the service who are now in civil employ cannot be recalled to 
military duty when practically all Indian members thereof in civil employ 
have either been recalled to the Army or are under orders of reversion, 
nor why the distinctions between the Indian and European members of 
the Indian Medical Service holding permanent commissions as envisaged 
in the Government of India Defence Department resolution No. 205 of 
March 25, 1937, should be persisted in. 


One of the decisions reached at the informal conference on recruitment 
to the Indian Medical Service held at Simla in July was that the 
procedure for recruitment should be ,decentral:sed and adequate 
machinery for the purpose should be set up in the provinces. It was 
recommended that in the major provinces the selection board should 
consist of five members, two of whom would be non-officials, while in 
the minor provinces the board should consist of three members one of 
whom would be a non-official. This recommendation has been accepted 
by the Government of India. 


The recommendation made by the same conference that a central 
advisory body should be set up which would review the progress of the 
arrangements then proposed for improving recruitment has also been 
accepted by the Central Government, and the committee has been consti- 
tuted with the following members :—Director-General, Indian Medical 
Service; Secretary to the Government of India, Defence Department 
(ex-officio) ; Secretary to the Government of India, Education, Health 
and Lands Department (ex-officio) ; Dr. Bihan Chandra Roy and Rao 
Bahadur Dr. B. M. Vyas. 


Teachers to Set an Example for Hindu-Muslim Unity 


A note of warning against showing communal tendency in their work 
and behaviour has been sounded to all teachers by the Sind Government 
in a circular issued to all educational institutions in the province. 
The circular emphasises that teachers should set an example to 
illiterate people by working for Hindu-Muslim unity. The Head- 
masters and teachers rendering a meritorious service in the cause of 
communal unity will be commended by the Government while the 
offenders will be punished. 


Proposed College for Women in Sind 


A separate college in Sind for women is recommended to be established 
by the committee appointed by the Sind Government, following 
a resolution moved in the Legislative Assembly. 


S. N. D. Tharkersey College for Women, Bombay 


The College and the Women's University are celebrating their Silver 
Jubilee this year. 
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General Education Institute, Dadar, Bombay 


Fifty years of educational activity will be completed next year by the 
General Education, Institute of Dadar, Bombay, which was founded in 
1892. The Golden Jubilee of the Institution which conducts nine High 
Schools in Bombay and in Thana and Kolaba Districts, three middle 
schools, two primary schools and one training institute, is proposed to be 
celebrated in a suitable manner in April next. 


Tibia College, Bombay 


The Government of Bombay have sanctioned a grant-in-aid of 
Rs. 5,000 to the Tibbia College, Bombay, for the current year 1941-42. 


College of Physicians, Bombay 


The College of Physicians and Surgeons, Bombay, which is now housed 
in 9 private building at 45, Marine Lines, will shortly have a building 
of its own on the Supari Baug Estate, at Hospital Avenue, Parel, to be 
built at a cost of about Rs. 65,000. The new building will be in the 
vicinity of the K. E. M. Hospital and the Gordhandas Sunderdas Medical 
College. 


School of Industries, Ratnagiri 


In October, 1938, it came to the knowledge of the Government of 
Bombay that the Ratnagiri District Local Board had decided to close 
the School of Industry at Ratnagiri, as a measure of retrenchment. As 
the school was serving a very useful purpose the Government, in order 
to clarify the position and to put the school on a stable basis, appointed 
a committee to consider and report on the question of the reorganisation, 
and future management of the school. 


After considering the report submitted by this committee and with 
a view to reorganising the school as an industrial institution, the Govern- 
ment have directed that the industrial section of the school should be 
transferred to the control of the Department of Industries and that the 
English classes attached to the school should be closed. 


Handloom Weaving School 


The Government of Bombay have sanctioned the continuance until 
March 31, 1943, of the Handloom Weaving School for agriculturists in 
the Southern Division, subject to the condition that it is converted into 
& weaving school for bona fide weavers immediately after the present 
batch of agriculturists completes its course of training. Stipends will 
be paid at the rates of three annas for each day of attendance to the 

students attending the school, instead of scholarships. 


Peripatetic School 


The Government of Bombay have sanctioned the continuance, until 
April 1943, of the peripatetic school for imparting training in the 
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manufacture of boot-laces, file strings, bandings, niwars and oarpets. 
The school was started by the Department of Industries a few months 
ago as an experimental measure. 


School of Agriculture, Anand 


Mr. K. M. Munshi, a former Home Minister of Bombay, opened the 
Sheth Mansukhlal Agricultural School at Anand on August 3. He 
recalled how the late Mr. Mansukhlal Chhaganlal had, out of generosity, 
placed his executors (including the speaker) in a position to provide for 
charities. Mr. Mungalal Goenka was another donor. 


Lord Reay Industrial Musewn, Poona 


A special feature of the Museum was its educational activity, according 
to its annual administration report for the year 1939-40. A syllabus 
of studies in Museum Fducation was prepared and instruction was 
imparted to batches of students from city schools. Nutan Marathi 
Vidyalaya and Shri Shivaji Maratha High School had made the syllabus 
a part of school work and the authorities of these institutions had set 
questions on Museum subjects at the annual examinations. Attempts 
are now being made to introduce lessons in Museum Education in all 
city schools. 


Oriental Institute, Baroda 


The total number of manuscripts in the Oriental Institute attached 
to the Education Department, Baroda, at the end of the year 1939-40 
was 13,965. The number of manuscripts acquired was 18, and of 
those discarded was 14. During the year 13 Mss. were lent to foreign 
institutions. By the end of the year, 89 books had been published 
in the Gaekwar Oriental Series, 23 were in the press and 21 were under 
preparation. 


The Translation Bureau prepares and publishes volumes in the two 
series—Shri Sayaji Sahitya Mala and the Balgnan Mala—for which 
purpose Rs. 2,00,000 had been endowed by the late Maharaja Sayajirao 
III Gaekwar. It has now been decided to give a more distinct rural 
emphasis in the work to be undertaken, the idea being to encourage 
oriental works with a bias for rural reconstruction in preferenge to 
translations so that the series in future may become moro serviceable to 
the country-side. 


Imperial Library, Calcutta 


The annual report of the Library for 1939-40 reveals that 
Literature continues to occupy the foremost position with readers-~a 
position which has been further strengthened this year by an increase 
of 50 per cent. over that of last year. Its use is five times that of the 
next subject, namely, History, despite the fact that the Library keeps 
a negligible proportion of fiction and light works. Like Literature, 


: 
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History and Law have maintained their second and third positions for 
several years except in 1937-38, when this order was reversed. 
Geography and Travels, which Engineering had superseded last year, 
have regained their fourth place. 


Indian Inventors’ Problems 


The annual report of Patent Office, 1940, shows that Indian inventors 
have been, devoting their attention to problems connected with aircrafts, 
submarines and unsinkable boats. There has also been a substantial 
inorease in applications relating to several indigenous industries. In 
the textile industries, extraction of fibres from various plants, 
arrangements for driving spindles at high speeds, yarn-beams, buffers for 
shuttles, electromagnetic picking arrangements and the production of 
unshrinkable and wear-resisting fabrics, wero some of the themes that 
engaged the attention of inventors. In metallurgy, several of the 
applications dealt with “addition” agents for treating molten steel, 
_ and aimed at producing a fine grain structure for steel and at eleminat- 
ing deleterious impurities and occluded gases from steel. Processes 
for regulating silicon content in the molten, pig iron obtained from the 
blast furnace was the objective of a number of inventions which 
originated in this country. In connection with railway track a number 
of-inventions dealt with improved joints between the rails for the purpose 
of increasing the safety of the track and for minimising the possibility 
of sabotage. In the field of agriculture and irrigation, cultivating 
implement and centrifugal or reciprocating pumps for raising water 
from tube wells by employing manual or animal power accounted for 
a fair number of applications. 


In the field of chemical industries a good deal of attention was focussed 
on the utilisation of raw materials available in this country. Cracking 
processes for the production of motor fuels of anti knock value 
especially suitable for aviation purposes, and electrochemical processes 
for recovery of chemicals such as lignin, peptin, dyestuffs and organic 
acids from cellulosic materials, were among the problems tackled. 
There were also a large number of applications relating to paints and 
coating materials. An application was concerned with a process of 
making anti-corrosive varnishes from cashewnut shell oil and cresylic 
acid, and another had for its object & machine for manufacturing safety 
fuses for blasting purposes in mining, quarries and the like. In electrical 
industries, as in preceding years, the art of illumination continued to 
receive the greatest attention from the inventors. Applications relating 
to telephones were less in number, but an increase was noticeable in those 
relating to television. 


Preservation of Historic Documents 


The annual report of the Imperial Record Department for 1940 
records various activities of the Department in the fields of preservation, 
of old records and their utilization for the purpose of original research. 
A proposal for the reconstitution of the Indian Historical Records 
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Commission with a view to securing greater co-operation of the 
Provincial Governments, Universities and Indian States, and to enlisting 
greater support of the public in general is now under consideration of the 
Government. A mass of important ltistorical records of the nineteenth 
century belonging to the Governments of the North-West Frontier 
Province and Bombay have been transferred to New Delhi for custody 
in the Imperial Record Department to facilitate preservation and 
research. The Frontier records date from 1852 and deal with such 
important topics as Russian, activities on the frontier and Afghan and 
tribal affairs. 


Educational Reform in Sind 


A comprehensive scheme for reorganising the present system of 
education in Sind so as to absorb the child even before the age of six 
and provide full and varied scope for development, keeping in view 
aptitudes and trends in the choice of vocations and thus eliminating 
misfits as well as wastage, has been supported by the Committee which 
was appointed by the Government of Sind in June 1939. 


Scholarships for Muslim Students 


The Government of Bombay have directed that the scholarships for 
Muslim girls in secondary schools, sanctioned in 1938, should, in tho 
absence of girl candidates, be awarded to eligible Muslim boys on 
a one-year basis. Applications for eligible Muslim girls received there- 
after will be considered in the following year. 


Encouragement of Hindustani Literature 


The Government ot Bombay have set apart Rs. 600 for the encourage- 
ment of Hindustani literature during the current year. It is proposed 
to utilize this amount in giving cash prizes to authors of deserving works 
published after 1930, which would be considered as Hindustani ($.e., 
simple colloquial Hindi or Urdu books), 


Adult Education in Bombay 


The Government of Bombay have directed that in future all persons 
and institutions wishing to open adult education classes should 
communicate with the Deputy Educational Inspectors of the district 
concerned for the registration of workers and classes and for grant-in-aid 
from Government. 


Training College for Hindi Teachers 


A provision for the establishment of a training college for Hindi 
teachers is proposed to be made in the budget estimates for 1942-43 of 
the Schools Committee of the Bombay Municipal Corporation. A sum 
of Rs. 9,000 has been recommended by the sub-committee of the whole 
Schools Committee for the purpose. 
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An Indian Academy of Arts and Letters 


To carry out spade work and make preliminary arrangements for 
establishing an Indian Academy of Arts and Letters, an organising 
committee has been provisionally formed. Dr. James H. Cousins, 
D.Litt., of the Travancore University, is sponsoring the movement. 


Register of Chemists 

An, all-India Register of Chemists is being prepared by the Indian 
Chemical Society. All chemists employed or unemployed are requested 
to have their names enrolled in the Register of Chemists in the prescribed 
form. No fees are demanded for registration. Necessary forms will be 
sent on application to the Honorary Secretary, Indian Chemical Society, 
P. O. Box No. 10857, Calcutta. :

The death occurred in Bombay on October 27 of Mr. 8. V. Panandikar, 
an educationist and social reformer, at the age of 90.

Editorial Notes 


University Examinations 


At the University Senate meetmg held on February 9, Mr. R. P. 
Masani, Vice-Chancellor of the University, referred to certain rumours 
afloat in the city and outside that examinations would not be held this 
year owing to the war. The Vice-Chancellor contradicted these rumours, 
and stated that they were absolutely unfounded, and that the examina- 
tions would be held as usual. 


Diploma in Military Studies 


About two years ago, shortly after the outbreak of war, the University 
approved Dr. B. G. Vad’s proposal to institute a Department of Military 
Studies with a Director and a Reader. The scheme provided for a 
detailed syllabus based largely on the curriculum prescribed for a similar 
diploma course in the London University. Certain exigencies prevented . 
the early sanction of this scheme by the Chancellor of the University, 
but the Senate at their recent meeting, agreed to His Excellency’s sugges- 
tion for amending the Statute. The effect of the amendment is to, link 
the diploma course more closely with the practical instruction imparted 
by the University Training Corps. So Military Studies will now shortly 
figure in the curriculum of the University. 

Largely with a view to increasing the opportunities for University 
students to obtain army commissions, the Government of India intend 
to improve training and facilities now open to the U. T. C. To enable 
members of the Corps to obtain “ A." and “ B ” certificates, courses will 
shortly be established ; the University will grant its diploma only to 
holders of these certificates, who will also be required to pass the qualifying 
examination in accordance with the ordinances and regulations. The 
advantage of this co-ordination is that it will supply practical leaven to 
academic instruction and help both the U. T. C. and the proposed 
Department of Military Studies. University diploma holders will not 
only be entitled to selection for training for commissions in the officers’ 
rank or for direct Viceroy’s Commissions, provided they are otherwise 
suitable, but they will in addition be granted a reduction in the ae of 
their course at an Officers’ Training School. 


Economic and Political Science Conferences 


This year the Indian Economic Conference held its Silver Jubilee 
session in Bombay, under the auspices of this University. This is the 
fourth time that the Conference has been held in this city. Along with 
this Conference, the Indian Political Science Conference also held its 
session here for the first time. Both the Conferences proved a great 
success ; a detailed account of their sessions appears elsewhere in this 
issue. 
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To commemorate the Silver Jubilee Session of the Indian Economio 
Conference, Professor C. N. Vakil, the Honorary Local Secretary, brought 
out a Special Souvenir, containing a pictorial record of the twenty-five 
years of the existence of the Conference. 


Ranade Centenary 


The late Mr. Justice M. G. Ranade was a keen educationist, combining 
with the scholar’s love for learning a shrewd appreciation of practical 
difficulties and needs. With Dadabhai Naoroji and Romesh Chandra 
Dutt, Ranade must share the credit for pioneer work in the field of Indian 
economics ; he sponsored the serious study of this subject among his 
countrymen. 


"Ranade was pre-eminently a practical man. A bold social reformer, 
& practical educationist, a sagacious politician and throughout his life 
a keen student of affairs, Ranade holds a high place among the builders 
of modern India. His birth centenary was celebrated in Bombay 
recently, and the representatives of all communities joined in the many 
tributes paid to his memory at a distinguished gathering in the Univer- 
sity Convocation Hall which was presided over by the Right Honourable 
Srinivasa Sastri (P.C.). 


Benares and Women’s Universities 


Recently the Benares Hindu University and the N. D. T. Indian 
Women’s University, Bombay, celebrated their Silver Jubilees. Both 
these Universities occupy to-day an important place in the country’s 
academic life. We take this opportunity to offer our congratulations to 
them on their noble work, and to their pioneers, Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya and Dr. D. K. Karve respectively, who have been fortunate 
to see their efforts grow to fruition in their own lifetime. 


To the Subscribers of the Bulletin 


The Bulletin completes its second year with this issue. Itis a matter 
for gratification to receive from time to time appreciative letters from 
those who have something or the other to do with this University in 
particular and with the education and culture of this country in general. 
Students, their parents and guardians and teachers have now and then 
very kindly sent to us suggestions for making improvements in its 
contents, which we have gladly considered and tried to put into effect 
to the best of our ability.

The Late Sir Akbar Hydari

One of his outstanding achievements is the Osmania University which 
owes its origin to his vision and constructive genius.

ship to be awarded to the student who obtains the highest number of 
marks in the Contract Paper at the 2nd LL.B. Examination was accepted 
with thanks; the Annual Report of the Syndicate and Audited Accounts 
of the University for the year 1940-41 were approved and passed; and 
the Report of the Board of Accounts for the year 1940-41 was approved 
and adopted.

Concessions to Rangoon and Malaya Students 


Arrangements have been made by the Government of Bombay to admit 
students from Burma and Malaya into Government and non-Government 
schools and colleges in the Bombay Province for completion of their 
studies. The University authorities have relaxed their regulations in 
favour of such students. Terms and attendances kept by students for 
examinations in other Universities in India, the University of Rangoon 
and in Malaya will be treated as terms and attendances in respect of 
the corresponding courses of study and examinations in this University. 
Those who have completed the course of studies for the Matriculation 
Examination of Rangoon University, but have not been able to appear 
at the examination owing to war conditions, will be permitted to appear 
for the Matriculation Examination of this University without being 
required to keep attendances. They will also be exempted from appear- 
ing for an examination in the second language if their second language 
in Rangoon was Burmese, and for the purpose of passing in the head 
* other languages," it will be sufficient that they pass in a modern Indian 
language or in the additional paper in English. 


External Degrees for Non-Graduate Secondary Teachers 


A deputation appointed by the executive committee of the Bombay 
North and Suburban Secondary Teachers’ Association, waited on the 
Vice-Chancellor, to represent the cause of non-graduate secondary 
teachers and requested him to consider sympathetically the question of 
granting permission to secondary teachers of more than two years’ 
standing to appear for the University examinations in Arts without 
filling in college terms. Mr. M. V. Donde was the leader of the 
deputation. 


The Vice-Chancellor sympathised with the general feeling among the 
teachers and explained the view-point of the University authorities in 
the matter, and pointed out that corporate life and contact with professors 
and teachers were considered essential for University students. He 
added that the object of the deputation could, in his opinion, be best 
achieved if the University instituted external degrees. Schemes for 
extension courses and institution of certain diplomas were already under 
the consideration of the University. The institution of external degrees 
might be an extension of that project.

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Economic and Political Science 
Conferences 


The joint session of the Indian Economic Conference (Silver Jubilee 
Session) and the Indian Political Science Conference (Fourth Session) 
was inaugurated by Sir Purshottamdas Thakurdas on December 31, 1941, 
in the Convocation Hall of the University. Mr. R. P. Masani, Vice- 
Chancellor of the University and Chairman of the Reception Committee, 
welcomed the delegates and members of both the Conferences and drew 
their attention to the fact that this year the Conferences were, very 
appropriately, going to commemorate the Ranade Centenary by 
devoting an afternoon to the discussion on the “Development of 
Economic Thought in India.” He hoped the Conference would 
contribute to the solution of the political and economic problems of the 
day by giving due consideration in their discussions to ethics. 


Sir Purshottamdas Thakurdas in his inaugural address pleaded for 
- a bolder Government policy for the economic reconstruction of India, . 
and for that purpose considered a change in the political status of India 
in the direction of independence & necessity. The war had shown that 
India could progress industrially, if only those at the helm of affairs were 
willing to forge ahead. He would also like to see greater co-operation 
between businessmen and economists. If there was a cleavage between 
the two, he thought it was due to the latter not coming in sufficient 
contact with practical business life and to the former distrusting purely 
academic discussion, particularly when there was such a bewildering 
use of technical language by economists. 


With a vote of thanks to Sir Purshottamdas, proposed by Dr. B. V. N... 


Naidu, the General Secretary of the Indian Economic Association, and 
seconded by Principal Gurumukh Nihal Singh, the General Secretary 
of the Indian Political Science Association, the formal and ceremonial 
part of the proceedings was over. 


Then followed the Presidential Addresses. Dr. J. P. Niyogi, the 
President of the Indian Economic Conference, took for his subject the 
* Study of Economics in India." He analysed the present position to 
which the teaching of Economics had come: Theoretical Economics, 
so necessary to furnish the student with an “ apparatus of the mind and 
a technique of thinking," strangely enough, occupied a minor place in the 
syllabuses of Economics of most Universities in India. Dr. Niyogi 
emphasised the fact that the cultural value of Economics would be lost, 
unless the students’ mind was able to grasp the problems of Economics 
with determination and originality, and for this purpose the study of the 
principles of Economics should stand in bolder relief in the syllabuses, 
both for the graduate and master’s examinations. 
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Dr. V. S. Ram, the President of the Indian Political Science Conference, 
spoke on the “ The New World Order.” He pleaded for international 
peace in which not only war was avoided but justice and order secured in 
international relations; and for organising the world for peace he 
outlined international institutions and their functions. 


The afternoon joint session was devoted to the discussion on “ The 
Development of Economic Thought in India.” Everyone who spoke 
on the occasion added his meed of appreciation of the services which 
Ranade, a non-academic economist, had contributed to the development 
of the economic thought in India. j 


The Conference continued their discussions till the afternoon of January 
3, 1942. The Indian Economic Conference discussed “Rural Co- 
operation in India,” “ Finance of Local Bodies” and “Economic 
Re-construction in India after the War,” the last being a current topic 
announced two months before the sessions, The Indian Political 
Science Conference discussed “ Mediæval Political Theories,” “ Economic 
Activities of the State” and “Constitutional Developments and 
Constitutional Law in India.” “Finance of Local Bodies” and 
“ Economic Activities of the State,” being subjects of common interest, 
were discussed at the joint session. 


Both the Indian Economic Association and the Indian Political 
Science Association took up for discussion also the syllabuses of their 
respective subjects in the Indian Universities, There was a good deal 
of dissatisfaction with the present syllabuses in Economics and Political 
Science. Perhaps these Associations would prepare a suitable curri- 
culum to be recommended to the different Universities in India. 


In the evening of December 31 and January 1, the delegates and 
members were treated to tea by Mr. (now Sir) Chunilal B. Mehta, 
President, Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce and Industry, 
and by Mr. R. G. Saraiya, Chairman, The Bombay Provincial Co- 
operative Bank Ltd., respectively. On the third day of the Conference 
the management of the Reserve Bank of India showed the visitors the 
bank’s offices and vaults and entertained them to tea. The Conference 
was brought to a close by a sea trip to Uran, where the party was shown 
round the Bharat Tiles and Marbles Factory by Mr. Bidhwa, o

8 years after passing the Matriculation Examination or 10 years while 
taking a professional course, 


or 
($$) if he has participated in any one game for six times already. 


N.B. I.—Non-appearanoe at an examination during any of the period of two years 
referred to in proviso (+) above, shall be deemed as a failure to pass the examination 
for the purpose of this rule. 


N.B. 2.—When & Tournament commences in the Ootober vacation, the vacation 
shall be deemed to be a part of the first term immediately preceding the vacation and 
no student whose name is not on the attendance register of a College in that term shall 
be eligible to take part in the Tournament. 

2. Any student who has failed to pass a College or University Examina- 
tion and who subsequently changes his College or his course shall obtain 
the permission of the Local Committee before competing in any Inter- 
Collegiate or Inter-Group Competition.

Inter-Group Sports and Tournaments 


The Ninth Annual Inter-Group Sports and Tournaments, 1941-42, 
were held from December 17 to 20, at Hyderabad, Sind, on the 
D. G. National College Grounds, under the presidentship of the 
Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Allah Baksh, Premier of Sind, who also 
awarded the trophies to the winners. 


The Bombay Group won the Chhatrapatti Grand Championship Cup,

Inter-University Aquatic Tournament 


The First All-India Inter-University Aquatic Tournament, held at 
the Allahabad University in accordance with the decision of the 
Inter-University Board, concluded on November 9. 
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The Calcutta University annexed the first Inter-University 
Championship, the Calcutta competitors being the winners in all the 
events, except one, namely free style 800 metres race in which the 
Punjab University was the first. Inthe Medley race, the Calcutta 
and the Punjab Universities were bracketted for the first position. 


The University-wise points given as the results of all the events were: 
Calcutta 79, Punjab 22, Allahabad 5 and Lucknow 1. The points were 
allotted at the rate of 5 for the firss, 3 for the second and one for 
the third position. This University did not participate in the 
Tournament. 


Inier-Uniwersity Tournaments Eligibility Rule 

The Inter-University Board, India, have framed the following Ruie 
of Eligibility for the students competing in the Inter-University 
Tournaments :— 

“A player representing a University must be a bone fide student 
of a College or Collegiate Institution belonging to the University, 
whose name is on the rolls of the University, and who is regularly 
attending a course of study leading to a University Examination. 


* In the case of the Universities which have Intermediate Classes, 
-a student while taking a non-professional course can represent his 
University for a maximum period of eight years from the date when 
he first joins a University or an Intermediate College, provided that 
he shall be eligible for three years in the Intermediate Classes, for 
three years in the Degree Classes and for two years in the M.A. or Post- 
graduate Classes; in the case of Universities which have no Inter- 
mediate Classes, he can represent his University for a maximum period 
of six years, provided he should be eligible for three years in the Degree 
Classes and three years in the M.A. and Post-graduate Classes. 


"In the Professional Course (Medicine, Engineering Law and 
Teaching), a student shall be eligible to represent his University for 
the number of years required to complete the particular course, pro- 
vided the total period of eligibility shall be limited to ten years from 
the date of his joining a University or Intermediate College. 


“No student migrating to or joining a University after the 10th 
November each year will be eligible to take part in the Inter-University 
Tournaments of that year.” 


Inter-University Athletic Sports 

The Inter-University Sports were held in Lahore at the University 
Stadium on February 4. The following Universities took part in the 
Athletic Competitions : (1) Punjab University, (2) Allahabad University,

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Careers for Students 


Sometimes students do not know what career to choose after they 
have passed the Matriculation Examination. For the advantage and 
guidance of such students we refer here to the courges of studies in this 
University. 

The lowest Diploma obtainable is the Diploma in Teaching, and the 
first Degreee obtainable in the different Faculties are: (1) Bachelor 
of Arts, (2) Bachelor of Commerce, (3) Bachelor of Science, 
(4) Bachelor of Science (Agriculture), (5) Bachelor of Laws, (6) Bachelor 
of Engineering—Civil, Mechanical and Electrical, and (7) Bachelor of 
Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery (M.B., B.S.). 

There are also other and higher Degrees and Diplomas, vz., Master's 
and Doctor's (Ph.D.) Degrees in Arts, Science, Agriculture and 
Medicine, and Master’s Degrees only in Engineering and Law, besides 
certain specialisation Degrees in Teaching (B.T.), Technology (B.Sc. 
and M.8c.—Tech.), Literature (D.Litt.) Science (D.Sc.), Education 
(M.Ed.) and Medicine (Bachelor of Hygiene, Doctor of Medicine, Doctor 
of Hygiene, and Master of Surgery as well as Diplomas in Public Health 
and Ophthalmology). Some of these higher Degrees can be obtained 
by paper examination or by thesis. 

One should choose one’s career to suit his tastes and requirements. 
After passing the Matriculation Examination, a student can directly go 
in for the Diploma in Teaching, and in case he wishes to study for the 
Degrees of B.A., B.Com. or B.Sc. he may join the First Year Arts, the 
First Year Commerce or the First Year Science classes, respectively. 
For the Degree of B.Sc. (Agri.), one has first to obtain the F.Y.Sc. 
Examination Certificate ; to join the courses of study leading to the 
LL.B. Examination, one must pass the Intermediate Arts, Science or 
Commerce Examination ; to join the B.E. Degree course, one must pass 
the Intermediate Science Examination with Mathematics as his 
optional subject; to join the M.B., B.S. course, one must pass 
an examination in Mathematics at least of the Matriculation Standard 
and further pass the Intermediate Examination in Science with Biology 
as his optional subject; for the B.Sc. (Tech.) course, one must pass the 
B.Sc. Examination with at least a second class with Chemistry 
(Principal) and Physics (Subsidiary); for the B.T. course, one must be 
a graduate, and similarly for the other higher Degrees one must first 
obtain the graduation Degree in the particular subject. 

After passing the Matriculation Examination, the course is one of 
two years for the Diploma in Teaching, of four years for each of 
the Degrees of B.A., B.Com., B.Sc., B.Sc. (Agri.) and LL.B. ; of five- 
years for the Degree of B.E.; and of seven years for the Degree of 
M.B., B.S. It may also be made clear that the Examinations referred 
to above as qualifying for admission to the different courses of studies 
are those of this University. As regards students coming from other 
Universities, and detailed courses of studies for the various Degrees, 
those interested are advised to consult the latest Handbook of the 
University of Bombay (Part II), 1942, priced at Rupees Three.

Bombay Ayurvedic College 

The Rambilas Anandilal Podar Ayurvedic College has been started 
at Worli (Bombay) for the study of the ayurvedic system of medicine. 
The Colluge term usually begins before the end of June. Applications 
for admission to the College are received by the Surgeon-General. 
A fixed number of students is admitted. 

The course is of five years’ duration, and the preliminary qualification 
for admission is the Matriculation or the School Leaving Certificate 
Examination of the Bombay University, with English and Sanskrit as 
compulsory subjects, or any other examination, as indicated in the 
syllabus, which can be had from the Government Book Depot, Charni 
Road, Bombay. The annual fee is about Rs. 100 per student. 


Forms of application for admission may be obtained from the Surgeon- 
General, Contractor Building, Wittet Road, Ballard Estate, Bombay. 


Short Term Courses for Secondary Teachers 


The Government of Bombay have directed that candidates who have 
passed the “ Vinita ” examination of the Gujarat Vidyapith or the 
** Pravesh " examination of the Tilak Maharashtra Vidyapith held 
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before 1932 should be considered eligible for admission to the short term 
courses for secondary teachers, provided they possess a workable know- 
ledge of English and are otherwise eligible. Women who have passed 
entrance examination of the Shreemati Nathibai Damodher Thackersey 
Indian Women’s University will also be admitted if thay are otherwise 
eligible. 


Agricultural High Schools 


A revised syllabus of studies for Agricultural High Schools in the 
Province has been approved by the Government of Bombay, and is 
available from the Manager, Yeravda Prison Press, Poona. 


Public Health Course 


The Government of Bombay have decided that it is not worth while 
running the Diploma in Public Health course for the small number of 
students who take it. The arrangements for teaching Part I of this 
course at the Grant Medical College, Bombay, are therefore to be 
discontinued. 


Indian Military Academy l 

The method of recruitment for both Civilian and Army entrants to the 
Indian Military Academy, Dehra Dun, will now be by interview and 
selection. The regulations regarding admission to the Academy have 
been suspended for the duration of the war and for suck longer period as 
may be considered necessary by the Government of India. 


The terms of service, pay and allowances of all cadets will be the same 
as those announced for Officers granted Emergency Commissions in His 
Majesty's Indian Land Forces. The length of courses at the Academy ' 
will vary from five to twelve months according to the age of the cadet and 
the arm of the service for which he 18 intended. 


Pre-Cadet Training 


The Government of Bombay have decided to start a Pre-Cadet School 
in Poona to give preliminary training to candidates for Emergency 
Commissions in the Army. Preference will be given to Marathas in 
allotting vacancies. 


The School will provide accommodation for about 25 persons and will 
be open to any person who possesses the qualifications required of a 
candidate for an Emergency Commission but is either a little under age 
or is not quite up to the required standard. 


Candidates recommended by the Provincial Selection Committees 
to the Central Interview Board and approved by the latter for pre-cadet 
training will be given priority for admission to the School, but suitable 
candidates who wish to fit themselves to appear before the Provincial 
Selection Committees will also be admitted. 
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Competitive and Professional 
Examinations 


Indian Military Academy Entrance Test 

The usual periodical entrance examination for admission to the 
Indian Military Academy has been suspended and candidates for the 
Academy are selected after an interview only. To ascertain the educa- 
tional capabilities ot the candidates, it has now been decided that a test 
should be held by the Commandant of the Academy at the commence- 
ment of each long course. 


The test will be on the lines of the previous entrance examinations 
and will include papers on English to ascertain whether the cadet is 
able to understand the instruction and is able to express himself with 
reasonable correctness and facility both in speech and writing in that 
language ; papers on elementary mathematics and geography ; and 
a simple paper to test whether the cadet has a fair knowledge of current 
events such as can be obtained from newspapers, broadcasts and the 
like. 


Candidates who are desirous of being considered for technical arms 
of the service will, in addition, be tested in lower mathematics and 
physics. As a result of this test, cadets will be graded for instruction 
and preliminary selections will be made for the technical arms, 


Hindustani Shikshak Sanad Examination 

The Government of Bombay have directed that the work in connection 
with the conducting of the Hindustani Shikshak Sanad Examination 
should in future be done by the Educational Department and the work 
entrusted to the Educational Inspector, Bombay Division. Necessary 
amendments to the rules for the Examination have been sanctioned 
by the Government.

Indian Eaucation Problems 


At the meeting of the Central Board of Education held recently, the 
report of the Committee on School Buildings was adopted, and the 
preparation of a book on planning and design, based on the Committee’s 
recommendations and containing as much information as possible with 
regard to plans, costings, etc., was authorised. 


After considering a memorandum in the subject of examinations by 
Sir Zia-ud-Din Ahmad, the Board were of the opinion that Indian 
education was suffering from far too many examinations and that the 
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whole question was one which required careful expert consideration. 
The Board decided to set up à committee to define the scope of the 
investigation. 


The Committee set up a sub-committee to consider the question of ` 
recruitment, training and conditions of service of teachers, so far as 
it affected teachers in primary, middle and high schools, and report at 
the next meeting. 


The Board decided to accede to a request from the Government of 
Bombay to appoint a small committee to advise them on the progress of 
the experiment in basic education in the Bombay Presidency. 


Education in India, 1939-40 


Altogether 1,130,062 boys and 257,027 girls reached the literacy stage 
during 1939-40, according to the survey of the progress of education in 
British India. This marks an increase over the previous year by 12,842 
boys and 18,469 girls. 


The number of primary schools for boys in 1939-40 was 161,810 as 
compared with 159,281 in 1938-39, showing an increase of 2,529. The 
number of primary schools for girls, however, decreased by 541. 
Enrolment of boys and girls during the year under review advanced by 
353,262 and 222,065 respectively. 


The year also witnessed an increase of 1,527 special schools for boys 
and of 201 for girls. The number of boys under instruction in these 
schools rose by 45,429 and of girls by 5,818. 


There was an increase of 287 in the number of middle schools for boys 
(both English and Vernacular) and of 75 in the number of such schools ` 
for girls. The enrolment of boys in these schools advanced by 51,937 
to 1,176,928 and of girls by 21,598 to 226,385. : 


The number of high schools for boys increased from 3,129 in 1938-39 
to 3,246 in 1939-40, showing an increase of 117. In the case of girls’ 
schools the increase was 48, from 417 in the previous year to 465 in the 
year under review. The total number of boys reading in high schools 
rose by 64,228 to 1,108,509 and of girls by 16,410 to 147,379. 

The total number of arts colleges in the whole of-British India, both 
for men and women, rose from 289 in the previous year to 304 in 1939-40. 
The number of men under instruction rose from 100,770 to 109,921, 
showing an increase of 9,151. In the case of women scholars in arts 
colleges, in the previous year they numbered 7,976 and in 1939-40 they 
were 9,615, showing an increase of 1,639. 

The number of professional colleges increased by 2, from 79 in 
1938-39 to 81 in 1939-40. The total number of men "under instruction 
also went up by 1,593 and of women by 92. 


Bengal Education Ball / 


The Bengal Secondary Education Bill, which was sponsored by the 
last Ministry, with a view to controlling secondary education in the 
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Province will, it is learnt, be dropped, and a new Bill introduced in the 
Assembly during the ensuing Budget Session. 


References to “ Black Hole " Tragedy 


The question of deleting all references to the so-called “ Black Hole 
Tragedy in Calcutta’ from the text books now in use in schools came 
before the Bombay Municipal Corporation again on February 2, and the 
House once again sent it back to the Government to forward this matter 
to the Text Books Committee for their consideration as they had received 
a reply from the Government that they were unable to take action on 
the lines suggested for they were satisfied that the Text Books 
Committee could be trusted to deal with all historical reference in 
accordance with the historical material available. 


All-India Conference of University Teachers of English 

The Conference passed a number of resolutions which are of special 
interest to teachers. An interesting discussion took place in the course 
of which Professor L. H. Ajwani, of the D. J. Sind College, Karachi, struck 
a somewhat unfamiliar, though not entirely new note when he “ pleaded 
that American writers should be given more prominence in India.” 


Adult Education in Bombay 


The second annual report of the Bombay Adult Education Committee 
for the year 1940-41 shows that about 15,000 adults were made literate 
during the year, as against 14,500 who became literate in the previous 
year. 

The decision to arrange a ‘‘ Literacy Week " in Bombay, commencing 
on Fel ruary 23, was reached at a conference of educationists and social 
workers convened. by the Committee at the University Convocation Hall 
on January 30, under the presidentship of Mr. B. G. Kher, former Prime 
Minister of Bombay. It was also decided that a “ Literacy Day ” be 
observed on Fe ruary 26, heads of colleges and schools, however, being 
given the option of arranging their own programmes to suit their require- 
ments. 


Denial Condition of School Children 


An investigation carried out by the Bombay Presidency Dental 
Association has shown that the dental condition of school children in 
Bombay City is appalling. Over 5,000 children were examined and 
it was found that 50 per cent. of them had decayed teeth, that less than 
10 per cent. cleaned their teeth daily, and that 60 per cent. never did so. 


Ranade Centenary 


The centenary of the birthday of the late Mr. Justice M. G. Ranade 
was celebrated publicly in Bombay on January 18. The Ranade 
Centenary Committee of which Sir Sitaram Patkar was the President, 
garlanded the statue of Mr. Ranade on the Cooperage Road in the

morning, and a public meeting was held at the University Convocation 
Hall in the evening, under the presidentship of the Rt. Hon’ble 
V. S. Srinivasa Sastri. Speeches on the occasion were delivered by 
Mr. K. M. Munshi, Lady Rama Rau, Mr. Justice M. C. Chagla 
and Sir Jehangir Coyajee. A vote of thanks to the President was moved 
by Sir Chimanlal Setalvad and seconded by Sir Vithal Chandavarkar. 


At the meeting prizes were awarded to the students of colleges and 
schools who had submitted the best essays on “ Ranade the Nation- 
Builder.” The winners of the first three prizes from Colleges were 
Mr. M. S. Sabnis, of the University School of Economies; Miss Lyra de 
Rangel Ribeiro, ofthe Secondary Training College; and Mr. M. N. 
Pandya, of the Ismail Yusuf College. The winners of the first three 
prizes from High Schools were Miss Shanta S. Kulkarni and Master 
Shankar M. Warty, of the Ram Mohan English School; and Master 
Krishnanand Ramrao Nilaver, of the Union High School. On the 
previous day certain High Schools and Colleges were closed and 
references were made in the institutions to the life and work of Ranade.

Tilak Maharashtra Vidyapith Convocation 


Mr. Bhulabhai J. Desai delivered the Convocation Address on February 
1, at the Tilak Maharashtra Vidyapith, of Poona, which conducts an 
Ayurveda branch devoted to the teaching of the indigenous system 
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of medicine and since last year has undertaken the propagation of Hindi 
as well Professor D. R. Gharpure, the Vice-Chancellor, presided. 
Mr. Desai gave away the Ayurveda Visharada Degree to 18 students and 
also other Degrees of the Vidyapita and Certificates to successful 
students. 


Compulsory Physical Training 

The Government of Bombay have ordered that Physical Training 
should be compulsory for all pupils and that satisfactory Medical arrange- 
ments should be made by schools to examine each pupil medically at 
the beginning of every year to determine his or her fitness to receive such 
training. Government have also passed orders that the expenditure 
incurred by non-Government Secondary Schools on the Medical 
Examination of their pupils should be held admissible for the purposes 
of the Government grant for Physical Education, and accordingly 
schools were paid separate grant on medical inspection last year. 


Physwal Education for Primary Teachers 

The Director of Public Instruction has been authorised by the 
Government of Bombay to recognise private institutions for the purpose 
of holding short-term courses in physical education for primary teachers. 
This recognition will be on the distinct understanding that the conditions 
regarding the qualifications of the instructor, equipment, playground 
and the like, laid down by the Government, are fulfilled. All primary 
teachers who are likely to be deputed to the training college in future 
and those who are above the age of 45 are to be excluded from the scheme. 
The total expenditure incurred by local authorities in deputing their 
primary teachers to the short-term courses will be admitted for 
Government grants at the rate of two-thirds and one-half of the 
expenditure incurred by the District Local Boards and the local authority 
municipalities, respectively, subject to the limit of Rs. 10 per teacher for 
the full course. 


B. J. Medwal School, Poona 


There is a proposal to convert the B. J. Medical School, of Poona, 
which has entered upon the 64th year of its existence, into a College 
for the teaching of courses of the M.B., B.S. Degree in 1943-44. This was 
indicated by Sir Mangaldas Mehta in his Presidential Address at the 
Annual Social Gathering of the School on February 1. 


Bombay Teachers’ Conference 

A preliminary meeting of teachers of this University has decided to 
hold a Teachers’ Conference in Bombay on March 14 and 15. The 
Conference is to be inaugurated by the Vice-Chancellor, and the President 
is to be one of the following: Sir 8. Radhakrishnan, Mr. K. T. Shah, 
Prof. P. A. Wadia, Prof. D. R. Gadgil, Dr. M. R. Jayakar and Sir R. P. 
Paranjpye. Prof. J. C. Daruvalla and Prof. R. Choksi were seleoted
